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THE PROGRESS OF MINING IN 1862. 
By J. Y. WATSON, F.G.S. 
BEING THE NINETEENTH ANNUAL REVIEW. 


Among the circumstances that more immediately affected the mining 
interest in the year 1861, and to which I referred in detail in my last 
Review; the most important, those connected with the American war, and 
its influence upon the price of metals, have continued to depress it, more 
or less, to the present time. 

In July, 1861, the standard for copper ore declined to 1197. 1s., which 
was considered a great fall, and very injurious to the miner, and there 
no doubt that it did very seriously affect the returns and the profits of 
mines, for only 45 paid ‘dividends to the amount of 245,1137., against 57 
which paid 342,462/. in 1860. Towards the latter part of the year, how- 
ever, the standard rallied, and at the commencement of the present year 
opened 1287, 1s., at a produce of 7. In a few weeks it began to decline 
again, and in June dropped to 115/. 3d., at a produce of 6%. At this 
time mining was particularly dull and depressed, though a few market 
mines kept dealing in shares pretty active and fluctuating. 

In the autumn, tin, which in been more] depressed on account of the 
war than even copper, suddenly rose 9/. per ton, and gave a little life to 

_the tin mines, but this rise was soon again succeeded by a fall. 

On the whole, as far as regards mines, the year may be looked upon as 
an average year; there have not been any very great discoveries, nor any 
serious failures. The number of mines which have paid dividend is 49, 
and they have paid 232,259/., against 45, and 245,113/. in 1861. 

In share jobbing, which ought to be regarded as a thing apart from 
mining, the year has been marked by great peculiarities, and an enormous 
amount of gambling speculation; it is, in fact, astonishing to contemplate 
the enormous increase in this description of business, one against which 
the writer has invariably protested, and which seems to be degenerating 
into a species of reckless gambling. So much, however, has been written 
in the Mining Journal and elsewhere upon the system of “ bulling ” and 
“bearing” shares, its injurious effects upon legitimate mining, and the 
difference of opinion it gives rise to among practical men, that I shall not 
enter into the matter here, further than to add my testimony once more to 
its pernicious tendencies, and to hope that dealing in mines may soon re- 
turn to amore healthy state, and ‘time bargains ”’ cease altogether. 





Correr.—In reference to this metal, the result of the year, so far as 
the mining interest is concerned, has not been altogether so unsatisfac- 
tory, if we bear in mind all the depressing circumstances in connection 
with the copper trade. The fluctuations in the price of copper have been 
from 1121, to 971, per ton, and then to 107/.—the present price. We in- 
timated at the end of 1861 that the heavy stock of foreign ores held by 
one of the largest importers had been disposed of. We have now to 
congratulate our mining friends upon arrangements said to be concluded 
between Messrs, Gibbs and Sons and the smelters for the immense stock 
wkich has been so long accumulating, and preventing all freedom of action 
on the part of the smelters. In ignorance of the terms of the arrangement, 
we cannot, of course, speak with confidence of its probable working, but 
the general feeling is that steadiness of price will issue from it, if not 
higher rates in a few months. ‘To the consumers of copper this is a most 
important point, as they will now be enabled to conduct their business 
with more confidence. Another important matter is the ramoured settle- 
ment between the partners in the largest smelting firm, and their conse- 
qaent resumption of fall operations, ‘The firm in question has always been 
considered the miners’ friend. On the whole, the prospects for copper 
mining, especially for home mining, during the coming year are undoubt- 
edly good. We may here notice the establishment of two new smelting 
firms in the past year, both having appeared in the ore market on the 
same day—viz., the St. Helen’s Smelting Company for the Liverpool mar- 
ket, and the Neath Copper Company for Cornwall and Swansea, 

Tin.—The year 1862 has not been marked by those great fluctuations 
in price for which its predecessor was distinguished, the range having been 
from 1202. to 1112, and now 115/., the short duration of some of the 
changes being indicatory of their not having been wisely made. The 
American struggle at first was very, prejudicial to thig article, but of* late, 
tin, in a double sense, has been the thing wanted in New York, and it is 
probable this want will continue till peace shall improve it. Whilst the pro- 
duction of tin increases, it is satisfactory for the miners to know the con- 
sumption is also on the increase. We have also to notice the establish- 
ment of a new tin smelting company in 1862—the Redrath Tin Smelting 
Company. 

Leapv.—During the past year the changes in the lead market have been 
numerous, but of trifling moment, the widest being from 19/7. 10s. to 212. 10s. 
per ton, the market being often very dull, and then enlivened by a demand 
for America, when the price would stiffen a little forthe day. The home 
trade has been very sluggish and uncertain, rendering it very difficult for 
the smelters and dealers to shape their course with any kind of confidence 
in their operations. There is, haseaen a growing feeling that a more sa- 
tisfactory time is dawning, and that in 1863 we may see higher prices. 
In the past year two lead smelting works have been on the market.

The total value of the mineral produce of the United Kingdom in 1860 
was 37,121,318/. 

The gold above referred to was obtained from the Vigra and Clogau 
Mine, in Wales, and, in consequence of the early success of this mine, 
numberless projects have been started to work other lodes of an auriferous 
character in Wales, the progress of which, Mr. Hunt adds, ‘will be watched 
with much interest;” but I apprehend it will not be very difficult to foretel 
their ending. A few years ago there was the same fever for gold mining 
in Wales, and it is pretty well known how that ended.

I have upon several occasions referred to the extraordinary increase of 
Jate years in our mineral returns, as‘ evidencing the vast resources of this 
country, and to which, we may fairly say, she owes so mach of her com- 
mercial greatness at home and influence abroad. It is, indeed, impossible 
to overrate the importance of these returns in connection with the arts, 
manufactures, and commerce of the country, and as scientific and geolo- 

ical knowledge advances, so will mining, it is hoped, lose much of its specu- 
lative and dangerous character. I have noticed elsewhere the quantity of 
tin alone raised from mines belonging to the Duchy of Cornwall produced 
96,1267. 178. 11d. in one year; and it is to be regretted that no returns 
have been made of the copper and other mines also belonging to the Duke 
of Cornwall, who this year came of age, and whom may God long pre- 
serve in health and happiness. In the year he was born (1841) I com- 
menced the first modern work on mining and mineral statistics published 
jn this country since the days of ancient Pryce. This work, ‘‘ The Com- 
pendium of British Mining,” published in 1843, was, I may say without 
vanity, the pioneer of mining statistics. Prior to its publication, humble 
as'it was, mining was very little known out of the mining districts, and 
the little that was known, from the want of statistics and correct informa- 
tion, was not such as to promote our mining industry. And when I look 
back upon this one and twenty years, the increase in our mineral wealth 
is mane more remarkable than the increased attention paid to the subject 
now by the general public. There was then, as I have said, extreme diffi- 
calty in obtaining statistical information, and [ had to struggle single- 
handed against prejudice and distrust, but since the Government have 
established the School of Mines, Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S., backed by Go- 
yernment influence, has obtained and published the Mineral Statistics of 
the Kingdom, in a way that leaves nothing to be desired, except that they 
should be published earlier, as they are of the greatest value to the 
community at large. Since 1841, also, I shall have published, with this 
book, nineteen annual Reviews, and the Cornish Notes, making 21 distinct 
works completed since the birth of the Prince and in the year of his com- 
ing of age. I mention this, because the coincidence never struck me before, 
and now appears so singular; and because it is probable, in consideration 
of my own health, that this will be the last Annual Review I shall ever 
write, though I shall never cease to wish for happiness and prosperity to 
“One and All,”

The CaarrMan said it was with great pleasure that he met his fellow-proprietors upon 
the present occasion, because it afforded him an opportunity of again congratulating them 
not only upon the increasingly improved position of their property, but also upon the 
still more encouraging prospects which it presented.

Mr. Birpsey said the report just read was not only of a satisfactory character, but that 
it was also satisfactory to know that Capt. Rutter’s reports were trustworthy, being a 
careful and prudent man. 

The CHAtRMAN (in answer to # question) said that Capt. Rutter looked forward with 
confidence to making some important discoveries in extending the 40 and 50 fm. levels 
in virgin ground, towards Wheal Buller. From all the information he had been able to 
gain, he thought they had good hopes for confidently believing that South Gorland would 
prove to be a permanently profitable undertaking. 

Mr. Prxe then drew the attention of the meeting to the distriét in which thé pro- 
perty was situated, it being the most productive in the county of Cornwall. They 
had around them the celebrated Cook’s Kitchen, Old Wheal Jewel and West Wheal 
Jewel, Wheal Damsel, Gorland, and Unity Wood—all of which strikingly testified 
to the great mineral wealth of the district. Seeing that they had the rich Gwennap 
mines to the east, and the Redruth and I!logan mines to the west, he could see no reason 
why South Gorland should prove an exception to the rule, 

The CHArRMAN having explained the various points of operation by means of a section, 
and pointed out the favourable position of the property with regard to the productive 
mines of the district, sald he must again express his opinion—based upon that given by 
several practical authorities—that South Gorland would prove as successful as those 
various productive properties by which it was surrounded. 

The Secretary said he had seldom received a report in which the agent expressed him- 
self #0 strongly as Capt. Ratter had, with respect to this mine, who says :—* Another 
feature deserving of special attention in the great length of unwrought ground to the 
west is the presence of an elvan course, in connection with which it is highly probable 
that the lode will be found to contain its greatest and most profitable deposits of mine- 
ral; in fact, nothing in mining, unproved, can appear more certain.”

NORTH RHINE COPPER MINING COMPANY OF SOUTH 
AUSTRALIA (LIMITED). 


The annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the London 
Tavern, on Thursday,—Mr. F. Core in the chair. 

The manager read the notice convening the meeting, and the report of 
the directors (which appeared in last weck’s Journal) was taken as read. 
The Cuatrman said the present meeting ought to have been held last 
month, everything was prepared for that purpose, but the directors awaited 
the arrival of the October mall, believing that some important information would have 
been received with regard to the lode in the 60 fm. level. That delay, however, had 
been useless, fur the Australian steamer conveying the mail was lost, although some of 
the bags containing the letters were saved, but would not be to hand for some days. 
Feeling the difficulty of the present occasion, and knowing the time the mine had been 
in operation, and that a great number of shareholders had joined the company since its 
formation who were unacquainted with the whole of its detail, the directors had adopted 
an uncommon proceeding, by sending to each shareholder, with the report, a pamphlet, 
containing every fact of which the board were cognisant. He need hardly inform his 
fellow-proprietors that the chief point upon which their hopes were founded was the cut- 
ting of the lode rich in the 60 fm. level. Those hopes were based upon the fact that in 
the level above, the 43, there had been a very good run of ore, but being overpowered with 
water, it was determined to sink to the 60, The shaft was accordingly sunk to that 
depth, and levels were driven north ang south with occasional success, until a hard bar 
of ground was reached, which disordered the lode. Under those circumstances, opera- 
tions were prosecuted in another direction from the point where the lode was rich, and, 
according to the last advices, the operations of any one day might entirely alter the pro- 
spects of the undertaking. Upon this point he might read the following :— 

“ From the date of the report just quoted to the report received by the mail of last 
month, a whole year has elapsed, during which time Capt. Barkla has faithfully chronicled 
from month to month the various incidents of his progress. This was seriously retarded 
by the unexpected hardness of the ground, and by the lode being found broken and dis- 
ordered by a cross-course, which has continued to baffie him down tothe 60. He reached 
that level in April last, and he has been since then employed in driving on the course of 
the main lode north and south, but hitherto without any decisive result. There are 
about 100 tons of ore lying at surface, raised at various times, though the greater portion 
is said to be of low percentage. In the report of September (received on the 14th ult.) 
Capt. Barkla, while still complaining of the cross-course, writes as follows :—‘ I have 
put the men to sink a winze in bottom of the 43, south of Cope’s engine-shaft, on the 
ore that has gone down in the bottom of that level. The men, in sinking this winze, 
have cut a kindly lode 3 ft. wide, with good stones of grey ore init. The lodeis likely 
to make a large quantity of copper ore between this lode and the 60.’” 

This was no new fancy, nor was it only the individual opinion of Captain Barkla, as 
would be seen by the following :— 

“In March,—The south end is now 474% fms. south of Cope’s shaft. The lode looks 
very well in the end at present; it is 5 ft. wide, with occasional squatz of good solid 
black ore in it, the remainder of the lode having grey ore throughout, It will yield 
6 tons per fm., and as soon as we have 20 tons we will ascertain the value by calcining 
it. Mundie being the only weed, and tho ore itself of good quality, it will concentrate 
easily, or rather the mundic will be easily driven off. Although the lode was poorer a 
few fathoms back during the fore part of the month, it is now steadily improving, and I 
feel confident we will win a first-rate mine.” All this was highly encouraging. 
In April Captain Pascoe was in Adelaide; and, at the desire of the London board, ex- 
pressed some time previously, he visited the mine and reported upon it. The following 
is an extract from his report :—“ The lode in the 43 is about 9 ft. to the east of the en- 
gine-shaft, and is driven on for 55 fms. south, and about 5 fms. north of the shaft. The 
lode is from 3 to 6 ft. wide, composed of quartz, iron pyrites, and copper ore. The lode 
has very much improved in the last 10 fms. sinking. At this depth the ore is in greater 
quantity, and found in a body more like rans of ore than in any of the levels above, and 
looks as if this is the point where a run of copper of importance begins to form. This is 
the richest level in the mine, and is full of aging prospects. About 39 fathoms 
south of the engine-shaft, in the bottom of the 43, is a good lode of black sulphuret of 
copper ore. I think the prospects will improveas you godown, Here the lode is going 
through the eastern part of the white sand grit. I beg to urge upon you the necessity 
of sinking without delay your engine-shaft deeper, and extend your levels south of the 
engine-shaft with all speed, as this is the main point of your prospects. Had you three 
or four levels like your 43, you would raise (say) 300 or 400 tons of ore per month. 
About 30 tons of ore are at surface.” In May, 1861, Capt. Barker reported : “ The south 
end remains as last reported—a good lode in the end, worth 307, perfm. The main lode 
has been discovered in section 562 in two places, showing a fine strong lode right through 
the property. Barker’s whim-shaft has been sunk 8 ft. deep, capable of raising all the 
ore for 80 fms, north and south of it.” 

At the request of the directors, Captain Pascoe had made a special survey of the com- 
pany’s property, and it was entirely in accordance with his views that Capt. Barkla had 
continued the sinking of the winze, and it might be by a future mail that information 
would be received which would prove this property to be all that was represented. The 
proprietors had been so fally apprised of every detail connected with the undertaking, 
that he felt it unnecessary to make any lengthened observations upon the present occasion, 
and, therefore, he would merely say that the directors and their friends held nearly one- 
half of the mine, and that they had not sold a single share. Although up to the present 
time they had been baffled, yet they were not disheartened; and looking at the small 
liability attached to the shares, he thought it would not be prudent to part with them, for 
in a short time they might get back all that had been expended. He concluded by moving 
the reception and adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. D. Price had much pleasure in seconding the proposition. 

Mr. D. J. Davis would like to know the opinion of the board with regard to the call- 
ing up of the remaining 2s. 6d. per share, and he should also like to ascertain the opi- 
nion of his fellow-proprietors upon that subject. He had no doubt that Capt. Barkla 
was @ valuable and honest mining engincer, and that the whole management was of an 
effective character, but he thought the shareholders should now determine upon the ad- 
visability or otherwise of calling up the remaining 2s. 6d. per share. 

The MANAGER (in answer to a question) stated that at the present time there were 
100 tons of ore at surface, and that there were 41007, in the hands of the bankers. 

Mr. Pattison said he had been connected with mines during the greater part of his 
life, having resided in Cornwall, and he could not in any way agree with the remarks 
of Mr. Davis, for mining was that description of enterprise that so long as indications 
were presented there was reason to hope that success would attend their operations. 
He had carefully read the whole of the reports from the mine, and although it was true 
they had not reached the paying part of the lode, yet they were upon the course of the 
lode, and further operations might bring about the result they all so anxiously desired. 
As reasonable and prudent men they could not, he considered, be doing justice to them- 
selves if they did not prosecute the property until its indications were conclusively un- 
favourable, which certainly was not the case at the present time. Indeed, it was his 
opinion, from the indications presented, that a paying lode was not very far distant from 
their present point of operations. Unless there was a complete failure of those indica- 
tions which miners relied upon as showing the presence of a lode—and there certainly 
were such indications—he could not think they would be justified in discontinuing opera- 
tions. To carry on the speculation as long as favourable indications were presented was 
aduty they owed to themselves (hear, hear), and to take any other course would be as 
impolitic as it would be unjust. 

Mr. TRENoW reminded the meeting that a considerable proportion of the Burra Burra 
ore was raised from the deepest levels; and it appeared to him it would be most suicidal, 
after having gone to the present depth, and expended so large a proportion of their capital, 
not to vigorously prosecute the development of the property to the utmost of their 
tether. The expenditure of the 2s. 6d. per share might bring the return of at least all 
that had been expended. He had lived in Cornwall, and had been connected with mining 
all his life, and he could only say that operations in a Cornish mine would never be 
suspended while it had indications equal to those which their property presented. The 
Devon Great Consols was given up twice, and the third time it was worked with a 
capital of 12. per share, eachof which was now worth 5007. It was this third working 
which had brought bim a very large fortane. Knowing these things, be would never 
consent to suspend operations while a property continued to present favourable indications 

Mr. D. Price enquired what length of time it was estimated the balance in the hands 
of the bankers would carry on their affairs ?—The CuaiRMAN thought they had sufficient 
in hand to carry them on for seven or eight months. 

Mr. D, Price idered the expenditure of the remaining 2s. 6d. could not make 
their position much worse, and it might make it considerably better. 

The CuHarrMAN did not think the question of suspending operations was in any way 
applicabie in a company like the North Rhine, the shares of which were saleable in the 
market. It might be applicable to those companies whose shares were unmarketable, 
and shareholders were compelled to hold their interest nolens volens.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The adjudication of rails required for the Belgian state railways, to 
which reference was made last week, will take place on Dec. 31, when 
tenders will be submitted for 2500 tons of rails (on the Vignoles rinciple), 
390 tons of chairs, and other descriptions of railway iron. The prices 
submitted are awaited with eagerness, as they will enable conclusions to be drawn ag 
to the exact position of the market. There has not beer much doing in Belgium during 
the last few days in rolled irons, as regards which the present is a kind of dead season 
being occupied in taking stock, &c. Girders, since various works have com. 
peted in their construction, have fallen considerably in price, and now scarcely realise 
more than 6/. 8s. per ton at the works. Prices have generally remained nominally un. 
altered. Piates for reservoirs have been quoted at 97.,and for boilers 97. 16s. per ton. 
The more extended employment of Sarrazin dross has caused the price of mixed mine. 
rals for tender iron to fall; the descriptions used for hard iron, however, continue to be 
sought after, A new treaty of commerce has just been concluded between Belgium and 
Switzerland, and will probably exert a favourable inflaence on Belgian metallurgy, ag 
the market of the Helvetic Republic has become an important outlet for Belgian irons, 
plates, and rails, and will probably increase in value in proportion as the commerce be. 
tween the two countries is endowed with greater facilities. With regard to the Belgian 
coal trade, it may be added that at Charleroi some orders have been received which have 
the effect of sustaining prices, and there {s a scarcity, to some extent, of fine steam coal, 
Freight for Paris has been maintained at 8s. per ton, but will probably fall below that 
figure; for Brussels, freights range between 2s. 10d. to 3s. 2d.; for Antwerp, from 3s. 9d, 
to 4s. 2d.; and for Gand, from 5s. to 5s. 2d. 
The Thy-le-Chateau (Belgian) Blast-Furnaces and Foundries Company 
announces payment of interests, Jan. 2, 1863, on account of the exercise 
of 1862. A similar announcement is made by the managers of the col- 
liery of the Levant du Flénu (Belgian); and also by the administrations 
of the Monceau-Fontaine and Martinet Collieries (Belgian), which will pay 2/. per share, 
Interest to the same amount is about to be divided among the proprietors of the Sars. 
Lonchamps and Bouvy Collieries. The Longterne-Ferrant Colliery will pay the inte- 
terest due on its obligations Dec, 31; and the Produits Colliery, at Jemmapes, will pay 
interest on its shares at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on and after January 2. The 
dividend accruing to the proprietors in the mechanical works conducted under the title 
of Messrs. J. F. Cail and Co., for the exercise of 1861-2, is now in course of payment, 
An immense number of other dividends will also be paid to proprietors of foreign rail- 
ways, banks, &c., next week, and the circulation of all these laboriously-realised profits 
can scarcely fail to exercise an important influence on trade generally, which sadly wants 
a stimulus, although, on the whole, the continental commercial public has tided over 
1862 as well as could, perhaps, have been expected. We may add to these gossipping 
details the extraction effected by the Bonne Esperance Colliery (which announces its 
progress monthly), in November, It appears that 12,309 tons of coal were raised, the 
extraction of which involved an outlay of 31947. The charges for loading, unloading, 
commission on sale, and general expenses, increased the expenditure to 36317. ; and the 
outlay for preliminary works, sinking of shafts, building, &c., caused a further augmen- 
tation to 41917, ‘fhe coal disposed of realised 5671/., leaving a nett profit of 1480/. on 
the month’s operations. The tutal profits for the year, from January 1 to November 30, 
amounted to 12,9792. 
Messrs. Van Galen and Roest, of Kampen, have obtained the contract 
for two iron swing bridges, about to be constructed over the Groot-Noord- 
Hollandsch Canal, for the purposes of the Nieuwediep and Alkmaar Rail- 
way ‘The amount of Messrs. Van Galen and Roest’s tender was 95591. 
The French Minister of Marine will receive tenders at Rochefort on Monday, Dec. 29, 
for 161 tons of common plates above one-eighth inch in thickness, 194 tons of su- 
perior rolled iron, and 554% tons of superior hammered iron. A fixed iron bridge is 
about to be erected over the river Ain, at Port-Galland (France). An adjudication of 
the works is to be made Jan. 15, 1863, at the Prefecture of the Ain; it is proposed to 
concede the right to levy atoll, and to grant asubvention of 3600/., and the successful ten- 
derer will then have to erect the bridge at his own charge. We noted last week that 
important changes had been made in the Spanish customs tariff, and we may now add, 
that they will take effect on Wednesday, Jan. 1. Rough pig, which has hitherto palda 
duty of no less than 2/, 7s. 8d. per ton, will in future be charged with a duty of only 
17s, 8d., if it is imported under the national flag, and with a duty of 11. 1s. 7d. per ton 
if it is entered under a foreign flag. The duty levied on iron in bars, which has hitherto 
stood at the virtually prohibitory rate of 12/. per ton, is reduced to 4/. 11s, 2d. per ton 
(still an enormous impost) on goods entered under the national flag, and 51. 0s. 9d. per 
ton on goods entered under a foreign flag. As regards coal, which now pays a duty of 
9s. 10d. per ton, it is to be admitted on payment of duties of 5s. 7d. and 7s. per ton, ac- 
cording to the nationality of the flag under which it is entered. As a proof of the strong 
influence which France has acquired in the Peninsula, it may be added that the new 
tariff adopts the metrical system of weights and measures, although it adheres, of course, 
to the national currency. The Spanish Government has aimed not merely at reducing 
duties, but also at the simplification of their operation. Thus, the 1223 articles which 
figured in the old tarification are reduced to 736; and another tendency of the reform is 
to avoid as much as possible taxes ad valorem, which are difficult to carry out. The 
change is a natural consequence of the industrial activity which is displayed everywhere 
in Spain, and is another proof of the earnest desire of the Spanish Government to assimi- 
late its policy to that dictated by the genius of the age. 

Copper has been quiet at Paris; English has been quoted 987. 8s,, Lake 
Superior 1077., rough Chilian 917., and Corocoro mineral 937. Prices 
have remained without change at Havre, and there have been few trans- 
actions worthy of notice at that important point. Some limited orders 
below the quoted rates have been declined at Hamburg, where stocks are reduced, and 
prices firm. No very special feature has characterised the other German markets; at 
Berlin, however, prices have been firm. The Paris tin market has presented no very re 
markable transactions; Banca is quoted 123/., Detroit 121/.,and English 115], At Am- 

terdam and Hamburg the article has been in no great demand; at Cologne and Berlin 
former rates have been maintained. Quotations for lead have improved at Paris, where 
French has been quoted 22/. 4s., and Spanish 22/7. 12s. Stolberg lead has also been firm 
at Rotterdum, but at Berlin there has not been much doing ; at Hamburg a fair business 
has taken place in soft German to meet consumptive wants. Rough Silesian zine re- 
mains calm at Paris at 18/, 12s.; at Hamburg 2000 centners have been sold for the 
spring, but the stock on hand is neglected. At Breslau there has also not been much 
doing, but prices have been well supported, in consequence of the absence of much 
available stock. : 

The increased employment of mineral combustible by many blast-far- 
naces of the Champagne district in France has led to a scarcity of pure 
charcoal-produced pig. As this description of pig is necessary for certain 
fabrications, a rise in prices has been readily effected ; the article has been 
deait in at 52. 12s., and some producers are now asking 5/. 16s, per ton, a rise of 88. in 
about a month. This price of 51. 16s. per ton is a maximum rate for pig, having re- 
gard to the price of iron, which remains feeble at 9/. 12s. per ton. The navigation not 
having been suspended, a considerable number of boats laden with coal in Belgium have 
been able to arrive in the canal from the Marne to the Rhine; but, from the long stop- 
page which took place in the summer, it has beon necessary to resort to large deliveries 
by railway, and hence an augmentation in prices has resulted. This rise in quotations 
is, however, only sensibly observed as regards arrivals from Belgium, Prussian products 
remaining at the same rates. Prussian coal, of fresh extraction and good quality, has 
been quoted at 18s. to 18s, 44., and inferior qualities from 16s. 8d. to 17s. 6d. per ton; 
Belgian coal for farnaces, 18s. 94. ; ditto, for foreign purposes, 19s. 74. per;ton ; Prussian 
coke from 11. 7s. 6d. to 12, 8s. 6d. per ton, according to quality ; Belgian coke for fur- 
nace purposes, 12, 8s. 9d.; ditto for foundries, 17. 93. 6d. to 1. 12s. per ton, 
to sources of supply. If deliveries by water were made regularly, prices of Belgian coke 

would not be above 12. 7s. 3d. for furnace purposes, and 12, 8s, to 17. 10s, 6d. per ton for 
foundries. The blast-furnaces and foundries of Pont-4-Mousson have been definitively 
purchased by a company of Prussian capitalists having tronworks and coal workings in 
the Sarrebrack basin, The undertaking will in future be carried on under the style 
title of Messrs. Haldy, Roechling, and Co. A small adjadication has just taken _ 
for castings required for the erection of public fountains at Limoux, in the departmen' 
of the Aude. The prices accepted were, for pipes, &c., 97. 128. per ton, and for -— 
terior castings 137. 10s. per ton. With respect to the French coal trade, we may sm 4 
that as the result of a series of trials ordered by the Minister of Marine with French 
coal, in order to ascertain which would be most suited for the requirements of steam 
ships of the Imperial navy, the Government has determined, not in future to seek ere 
qualities of coalin England. There are to be no more adjudications, contracts hav ke 
been entered into between the Administration of the Marine and various French wor' it 
ings. This, from an English point of view, is an unfortunate state of affairs as far om 
goes; but it must be borne in mind that the demand for English coal for general Linn 
poses is still well sustained in France.

MINING IN THE LANIVET DISTRICT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 


Srr,—Having noticed a few of the many attractive reports and attempts 
which have been made from time to time through the medium of the 
Journal to direct the attention of capitalists to particular mining districts, 
I shall thank you to insert the following particulars respecting the district 
of Lanivet, which I believe at this moment presents as fair a prospect of 
safe investment and honest speculation as any mining district in England 
or Wales. ‘The portion of Cornwall of which I write is about two miles 
to the west of Bodmin, and near the middle of the county; it has been 
known from time immemorial as the centre of many large and valuable 
tin stream works, some of them extending from the lowest part of the 
valleys to the very summit of the highest hills, which have been known 
by the appellation of “ Hill of Tyn.””

About a mile to the north of these works 
is Mulberry Hill, from which, during the past 20 years, some hundreds of 
pounds worth of tin have been sold, with considerable profit to the fortu- 
nate holders. Messrs. Whitford and Co, have now erected a set of steam- 
stamps on the works, and it is believed their dividend will be great. There 
are also several smaller works in the neighbourhood, paying from 50 to 
100 per cent. on the outlays Others are in a state of development, and 
the once dull neighbourhood of Lanivet is likely to become the scene of 
activity and industry. ‘The lodes are in soft killas, from 20 to 60 fms. in 
width, and consist of innumerable veins of tin, ranning through it in every 
direction; in short, the hills are hills of tin. Several mines have been 
opened in the neighbourhood from time to time; but the managers have 
80 well excelled in keeping them “at grass,” that not one lode has been 
tested below 60 fms., except those of ‘Tregullan and Tretoil, from which 
upwards of 100,000/. worth of tin and copper ores has been sold.

Manvracture or Rep Leap.—Mr. C. L. Burton, of Rue St. Sebastien, 
Paris, has patented some improvements in the manufacture and production 
of minium, or red lead, which is well worthy of attention. ‘The improve- 
ments consist in the conversion of oxide of lead, when free or uncombined, 
and of certain basic salts of lead into minium, or red lead, by mixing the 
same with either nitrate of potash or soda, and with either carbonate of 
potash or carbonate of soda, or mixtures of the same, and subjecting such mixtares tothe 
action of an elevated temperature, whereby the oxide of lead is ox{dised and converted into 
miniam, or red lead. In carrying out this invention it will be found that if oxide of lead, or 
acertain number of its saline basic compounds, be brought in contact with the nitrates of 
potash or soda there will always result when the mixture shall have been brought to and 
maintained at a dull red heat the following decomposition—that is to say, one equivalent of 
alkaline nitrate is transformed to the state of nitrite, and the two equivalents of oxygen 
which are liberated will be employed for superoxydising six equivalents of oxide of lead, so 
as to form two equivalents of oxide of lead 2Pb,0,. It is evident that we have nothing 
to do here with salts of leads, the acids of which would be destroyed and burnt before 
the oxide became super-oxydised, and that we are only treating of those salts whose 
acids are permanent ; as, for example, carbonates, hydrates, suiphates, phosphates, arse- 
niates, borates, nitrates, and chlorides of lead. The first two are employed in their na- 
tural state, and the other five with the addition of, for each equivalent of salt, one equi- 
valent of carbonate of potash or carbonate of soda, so as to give to each of them a basic 
character, which they must possess in order that they may react as required in this de- 
composition. In the treatment of sulphate of lead, for example, the mixture should be 
—one equivalent of purified sulphate of lead, one equivalent of carbonate of soda, and 
one equivalent of nitrate of soda, or, by weight—sulphate of lead, 1894 lbs.; carbonate 
of soda, 665 lbs. ; and nitrate of soda, 1431bs. This mixture when heated to a dull red 
heat in presence of an excess of nitre would, after the reaction has ceased, form a mass 
of a beautiful red vermilion colour, containing the super-oxyde of lead, and as this last is 
insoluble it suffices to lixiviate this mass with water, which dissolves all the soluble 
salts (sulphates, nitrates, and nitrites), and to allow the residuum to drain, and subse- 
quently to be dried. In collecting the resulting products very nearly the theoretical 
quantities are obtained, that is to say, there is produced—red lead, 1427 Ibs. ; sulphate 
of soda, 800 lbs. ; and nitrite of soda, 1431bs. The fusion of the mixture from which the 
red lead is produced should be made in vessels capable of resisting the action of heat ; 
also that of the nitre when in fusion, and of the lead compound. In the process for the 
manufacture or production of minium, which he has described, the product has a definite 

position, rep d by the formula Pb, 0,, and possesses properties that are pecu- 
liar to it, and which distinguish it from red lead prepared by the old process. He does 
not limit himself to the precise mixtures herein given, nor to the quantities of such mix- 
tures, but reserves the right of producing red lead, or minium, in accordance with the 
principles descrijed, subject to such modifications as may be found necessary in practice. 








Improvep Smettinc Furnaces.—lIt will be remembered that some 
time since an improved form of blast-furnace, the form of which was elliptical instead of 
round as usual, was proposed by Mr. Alger, of New York, but weare not aware that the 
form has yet been adopted in this country. A somewhat similar design has now been 
patented for Major-General Wilademer Raschette, of the Mining Department St. Peters- 
burg. He proposes to make the furnace of oblong form, hearth, boshes, and all, and to 
introduce a series of tuyeres along the longer sides of the furnace. By this meansa more 
regular blast and a greater yield is secured. 


Treatinc Pic-IRon or Castincs.—Mr. J. G. Willans, of Belfast, 
proposes to render pig and cast-iron more malleable by causing an intimate admixture 
therewith of unsqueezed puddied iron or crushed puddled ball, impregnating the mixture 
with burning carbonaceous matter or gases, to which atmospheric air may be ap- 
we. | abstracts carbon from iron castings by heating them in contact with oxides 
° or iron.

| OPTICAL ILLUSIONS—THE PHOTODROME, 
On Wednesday evening a private representation took place of the novel- 
| ties prepared for the Christmas visitors to that well-known place of scien- 

tific amusement—the Polytechnic Institution; and we may fairly assert 
| that the arrangements have been so perfectly carried out as to surpass all 
previous efforts to combine instruction and amusement. Not the least 
| attractive portion of the collection of novelties and curiosities is the Pho- 
| todrome, invented and constructed by Mr. Thos. Rose, of Glasgow. Our readers will also 
| remember that a very interesting paper of an apparatus for exhibiting optical illusions, 
| illustrating spectral phenomena, was read before the British Association for the Advance- 
meut of Science by Mr. Henry Dircks. The author told the association that more than 
twenty years ago he contrived an arrangement of unsilvered glass to answer the purpose 
of a mirror, but that it had been laid aside as a matter of doubtful utility; but recently, 
he accidentally observed, in a particular situation, that an opaque body wore the singu- 
lar appearance of transparency ; and, on studying the matter, he at once perceived that 
the principle on which the long-forgotten mirror had been constructed played a principal 
part in the illasion, Examining the fact more closely, he was led to the arrangement 
of the apparatus he then exhibited to the meeting of the Physical Section of the British 
Association. It consisted of a box, the figure of which may be compared to threecubes, 
two forming the lower part, and the third raised on one of the two lower ones; this 
upper one is merely used to spy through an oblong aperture in one end. Within the 
box is a central plain glass vertical partition, dividing the box into two equal square 
compartments, over one of which is the aperture at top to look through, 80 arranged that 
the observer sees the whole face of one side of the glass screen ; and half-way down the 
compartment beneath is hid from view by a half roof or ceiling, under which any figure 
can be placed, but concealed from the spectator. The adjoining compartment has two 
flap covers, either of which can be opened to let down a figure into that compartment ; 
one or both of these flaps are partially opened to modify the effect of light and shade 
within, in other respects it is thus quite enclosed; but the two entire sides of the first- 
named compartment are hinged, and both or either can be opened, like doors on hinges. 
If thus prepared, a model figure be placed, say of an officer in one, and of a soldier in 
the other compertment, and the spectator examine the offect, he will see, as it were, 
both figures in the furthest compartment; the fact being that he sees the solid figure of 
the one through the glass, and the mere reflection of the other figure, because the figure 
itself is in the compartment under his eye, hid from view, and only seen as in any other 
plane mirror. The illusion is most plete, and it is impossible to rid the mind of the 
idea that both images are not equally material, so long as no act or situation occurs to 
destroy the illusion. The solid and the visionary figures may be brought side by side, 
like persons in conversation, and by means of living actors could go through a variety 
of performances. The military costume and gilt trappings of the model figures are sus’ 
tained to perfection in the visionary characters, with all their shades of red, black, blue, 
white, and yellow, casting their shadows, and standing the test of close contrast with 
the known solid figures. 

The apparatus thus described might never have become known beyond scientific cir- 
cles but for the circumstance that it had been introduced amongst the many wonders to 
amuse the juveniles at the Polytechnic. It is here used to illustrate Mr. Dickens's idea 
of the “ Haunted Man,” and the effect is admirable, as indeed is the whole of Prof. Pep- 
per’s * Strange Lecture,” in which itis introduced. But as the eyes may not alone derive 
pleasure, Valentine Vox, the ventriloquist, is there, and in q of the unp 
dented success of the Comic Optical Pantomime, produced last Christmas, another and 
more beautiful and popular fairy tale and pantomime has been selected, entitled, “ Har- 
lequin and Cinderella, or the Little Glass Slipper.” The whole of the pictures have been 
designed by Mr. George Hine (whose comic sketches are so well known), and executed 
on glass by Messrs. Childe and Hill, and Mr. Knott. The fairy tale will include a pan- 
tomime, and all the optical resources and curious dissolving views, dioramic and shadow 
effects, at the command of the establishment are brought to bear upon this novel enter- 
ment. ‘The fairy tale is orally and musically told by Mr. George Buckland, whose last 
buffo-musical entertainment of “ Blue Beard” was, at the Polytechnic, continued with 
unabated success for more than six months. Mr. J. L, King has prepared an excellent 
series of “ Experiments, peculiarly adapted to please the boys,” and we doubt not thet 
his efforts will be universally appreciated. Mr. King has contrived to convey much 
instraction in so popular a manner that it cannot fail to be impressed upon the memory 
of those who hear him.

ATLAS.—J, Warren, Dec. 23: The shaft is down 6 fms, under the 25. During the 
past week the lode in the western end has become more rank with mandic, for about 3 ft. 
in length, which has rather redaced its value ; however, there is a splendid lode here still, 
and every indication of an improvement, The winze in the 25 east is sunk 9 ft. below 
the bottom of the level; the lode here has greatly improved since my last report, being 
3 ft. wide, and worth 151. perfm. fortin. The stopes are stil! producing some very good 
work, but as our backs in the 20 are shallow we cannot expect them to continue much 
longer without a falling off in value. You will see, from the present value of the lode at 
the several points where we are working, that the prospects are of a very encouraging 
character, and every foot of ground which we sink through makes me more sanguine 
as to the ultimate position of the mine. Inconclusion, I may say that the mine has now 
ceased to be a speculation; the only thing that Is wanted, as you are aware, is sufficient 
capital to open up (say) two or three levels, by which time the mine will rank with the 
best tin mines in the two counties, Our batch of tin will be in the hutch by to-morrow 
evening, and the samples will be sent off by the same post. 

BILLINS.—F. Evans, Dec. 24: All the men since last report have been draining the 
surface to carry off the rain water and prevent it going down the mine, We think this 
will have the effect of keeping the water out of the mine, so that we may be able toclear 
up the bottom level, and prepare for sinking below into whole ground. 

BOSWORTHEN.—Dec. 24: The deep adit is now clear as far west as Harvey’s shaft, 
and have yet to put ina little timber to make it secure. By the end of the week this 
will be completed. We have a full pare of men here, so that no time may be lost in 
getting into the end, and resume driving it on the course of the lode. Harvey's shaft is 
secured to the deep adit level; there is a horse-whim erected at this shafi, so the men 
in the adit will not be hindered in getting this up.

we must be on the eve of doing so.—St. James’s Level: Portions of gold are now being 
daily found in this level; I need hardly say that the greater part of my time was spent 
there. About four months ago you will recollect that I advised you that the main lode 
had divided into two branches, and as we had driven on the south portion, I recom- 
mended that we should make a cross-cut and see what the north portion was like.

From a careful inspection of it, I find that instead 
of crossing the main lode it rans parallel with it along its north or hanging wall, in a 
waving line, sometimes nearly 3 feet wide. The apearance of the quartz, as you will 
observe, differs generally from the other auriferous quartz in the district, and resembles 
to a great extent thegold quartz of Australia. I examined the main lode, and this part 
of it most particularly, and I now present you several specimens of the quartz, contain- 
ing visible gold, which was with my own hands broken off the lode, also other portions 
found by Captain Roberts at the same time. You will see that the specimens I myself 
obtained contained at least 200 ozs. per ton; at the same time I wish you to under- 
stand that these are simply specimens picked out after careful search from the lode; 
yet my Impression is that the whole of the yellow portion is auriferous. Between the 
hanging wall of the south branch of the lode and lying wall of the north branch, there 
is a large flookan, nearly 15 in. wide, which I think contains both silver and gold. I 
have had a box of it collected and sent up for analysis. If this yellow ore should be 
proved to be highly auriferous, 1 think it would be as well to drive the cross-cut quite 
through the north branch of it, and see if there be a similar deposit on its north side. 
It seems to me, therefore, more than probable, that the same may exist there. 
Altogether my examination of this lode is so highly satisfactory that I at once set out 
the point for driving another level on the same lode, lower down the mountain, and also 
arranged to clear out and drive on the level above this.

ANNUAL REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADE. 


In again bringing before the readers of the Mining Journal a review of 
the London Metal Markets for the year now approaching its close, we may 
preface our observations by remarking that, upon the whole, metals gene- 
rally are at the present time in a sounder position than at the commence- 
ment of the year, although in some cases prices are considerably lower. 


Stocks in foreign markets, owing to the excessive shipments of previous 
years, had accumulated to an almost unprecedented extent. The result was 
naturally a great diminution in the shipping orders of native merchants, 
who were enabled to supply themselves from their own markets, and a 
consequent difficulty in maintaining the then current prices. At the com- 
mencement of the year our market was greatly disturbed by the ill-advised 
patriotism (?) of Capt. Wilkes, the Zrent affair, causing for some time an 
almost total suspension of business. Immediately after this difficulty was 
settled the markets assumed a brisker tone, and buyers came forward pretty 
freely. ‘The improvement, however, owing to the causes above mentioned, 
was merely of a temporary character, and was succeeded by a very serious 
depression, which was not confined to the London market only, but ex- 
tended with more or less severity throughout the entire country, and con- 
tinued, with the exception of occasional brief periods of activity, caused by 
irregular speculation, up till about the early part of May, when a slight 
improvement n to manifest itself in the orders for America and the 
Continent, and also amongst home consumers. The demand for India 
still continued very limited, and manufacturers being necessitated to keep 
their works going, whether they had orders to execute or not, had by this 
time accumulated heavy stocks, which, of course, made any rapid change 
for the better impossible. The slightly increased demand served to sustain 
the market with tolerable steadiness, and allowed sellers gradually to effect 
areduction in their stocks, but it was not until the latter end of August that 
a general revival was noticeable in the metal trades, and prices, w ich had 
drooped almost continuously since the beginning of the year, began to as- 
sume a firmer tone, and a steadily upward tendency, which continued 

_ without any marked intermission until the beginning of October, when the 
attention of speculators, which had previously been entirely alienated by 
the long-existing dullness, began once more to be turned towards metals. 
Considerable purchases were made, and greatly enhanced rates were the 
immediate result; but there was so little stability in the operations of spe- 
culators, the demand being very shifty, and running successively on various 
kinds of metals, that prices were ed 2ue rapidly, and many burnt 
their fingers by the reaction which invariably follows undue excitement. 
The bona side demand has not been affected by these causes, and has con- 
tinued moderately good up to the present time. 

Correr.—The fluctuations in fixed rates of English have been compa- 
ratively unimportant throughout the year, only three downward alterations, 
of 4d. per Ib. each, and one upward move, w ich was, however, of a very 
nominal character, having taken place. During January the fixed price 
remained at 12d. per lb. for manu red, and 1077. 10s. per ton for cake, 
tile, and ingot; to which it had been advanced on Nov. 25 previous ; but 
the market was not nearly equal to these prices, underselling became the rule, and was 
carried to such an extent that contructa were passed at 1034d., while smelters’ quota- 
tions remained at 12d. This anomalous state of things naturally forced them to submit 
to a reduction in fixed rates, or else allow their price to become altogether nominal, 
A reduction, grudging!y made on February 3, of 444. per lb. was totally insufficient to 
check the practice of underselling, orders being readily placed immediately after the 
fall at 10444. and 10344, and towards the latter end of Febraary at 10144. On March 3 
another 4d. per Ib. was reluctantly conceded, making the fixed price 1ld., buyers 
in the meanwhile continuing to obtain their requirements at 104d. up till the end 
of the month of March, when an increased demand for France, and in unmanufac- 
tured copper for home consumption caused the market to stiffen considerably, and for 
a short period full rates were realised: the extra demand was soon satisfied, and sell- 
ing prices flagged again to 10344. and 10444. for sheets and sheathing, and 94/., or 
41. per ton under price, for cake, &c. There were at this time several orders in mer- 
chants’ hands limited to 1044d., and these remained unexecuted until about the middle 
of May, when the needs of manufacturers grew too pressing to allow of their refusing 
orders even at this low figure. Contracts were passed, and this price became . 
and on May 29 fixed rates upderwent a further reduction of 444. perlb.—to 104d. The 
standard of ores had declined almost continuously from the commencement of the year 
up to this time. Our market continued extremely dull up to July, when some very 
extensive sales of foreign copper were effected, the consequences of which were a rise 
in the standard of ores, and greater firmness in the market for English, but as the ac- 

tual demand was not increased, sellers soon had again to make slight concessions, ex- 
tending, however, only to 44d. perlb., orders limited below 10444. being refused. Early 
in August a marked in the enquiry for mmanufactured descriptions began 
to exhibit itself, and full rates were soon readily obtained by sellers, some even refusing 
orders unless at an advance of 2/. above the fixed price. Manufactured also improved, 
and nothing under price could be bought. During the latter part of August and early 
iu September higher rates began to be talked of. The smelters were not slow to avail 
themselves of the increased demand. After a! consultation, it was decided to 
advance unwrought copper 5/. per ton, and manufactured 7/., eqaal to 44d. per lb. It 
was also that henceforth sheets end sheathfag should be quoted per ton, instead 
of per Ib., as heretofore, The market price now stood, therefore, at 98/. for cake, tile, 
and ingot, and 105/. manefactured. Nor was this the only innovation resulting from 
that arbitrary assembly: not content with making a larger profit for themselves, they 
must also squeeze out a little more, by cutting the broker’s commission down }% per 
cent. But, alas for human decrees! buyers were firmly rooted to the old system, and 


contracts continue still to passed at so much per Ib., and generally at so much per Ib. 
under the weuld-be monopolists’ prices. Orders are very scarce, and buyers, not con- 
tent with moderate coneessions, now demand 344. per Ib. reduction. Business is doing 
at about 144. above this rate (10344.) toa limited extent only. Cake, tile, and ingot 
show rather more firmness, and fixed rates are more nearly adhered to. 


_ Inon.—The Iron Trade generally is ina much more satisfactory condi- 
tion now than at the commencement of the year. For the first two 
months stagnation reigned in almost every branch, and the market could 
hardly be said to be equal tothe low rates quoted—railwa+bars 51. at the 
works; Welsh merchant bars, 5/. 2s. 6d. at the works, 5/. 17s. 6d. f. 0. b. 
in London. List prices for Staffordshire descriptions, though still pub- 
lished, becoming somewhat nominal, many makers, even of the well-known brands, 
were obliged to work short time, and second qualities were especially inactive. Buy- 
ers, taking advantage of the exigencies of manufacturers, were able almost to make their 
own terms up till about the end of February, when some slight improvement in the de- 
mand began to show itself; but owing to the heavy stocks which manufacturers, rather 
than stop their works, had accumulated, prices were very slow to feel any beneficial 
influence. During March they increased only 5s. in rails and 2s. 6d. in merchant bars ; 
the latter, however, soon declining again to the former quotation of 51. 17s. 6d., and ul- 
timately, at the end of the month, to 5/. 15s. Buyers of Staffordshire makes were still 
able to get their requirements supplied below list prices, and hoops were reduced 10s. 
per ton—to 8/, 5s. The market stiffened gradually for the next two months, and to- 
wards the latter part of May full list prices were demanded by makers of good known 
brands, inferior qualities only being more difficult of sale. This improvement continued 
steadily right up to October, when quotations for rails bad reached 6/, at the works; 
merchant bars, 5/. 15s. at works, and 61. 10s. delivered f.o.b. in London. In October 
the previously good demand for railway bars fell off considerably, and the price has de- 
clined about 7s. 6d, per ton—to 5/, 12s. 6d., at which it remains up to the present time ; 
merchant bars being steadily maintained at their advance, notwithstanding the decline 
in rails, Second-hand parcels in the market, though offered under price, were difficult 
to realise, there being not sufficient fluctuation in the article to attract speculators, and 
shippers confined their purchases strictly to the usual specified orders. In Swedish iron 
& fair amount of business has been transacted, at different times through the year, at 
prices ranging from 10/, 10s, to 11/, 15s. for ordinary specifications. The stocks held 
in London, until quite lately, have been remarkably small, and assortments of fine 
sizes scarce. Some heavy arrivals during the last few weeks have augmented the 
stock, but not to any unusual extent; present quotations, 11/.ex ship, to 11/. 10s. from 
the warehouse. Scotch pigs have fluctuated but little in comparison with former years. 
The minimum rate, 48s. mixed numbers, was reached in January, and the maximum, 
57s. 6d., in October, prices advances, with only now and then slight deviations, through- 
out the whole period intervening between these two dates. The market has since de- 
clined to 55s. 9d. in Nov., and again advanced to 57s.,since which a downward tendency 
has been manifested, closing to-day at 54s., m.n. g.m.b., f.o.b. in the Clyde. 

Spetter.—During the past year the variatlons in this metal have been 
very considerable, prices ranging from 172, to 19/. 5s. The amount of 
business transacted has been, upon the whole, somewhat limited, and the 
demand generally so unsteadily developed as in a great measure to destroy 
confidence in the stability of the market. The prevailing feature of the 
various fluctuations has been a very rapid rise, followed by a slow but 
very persistent decline. Every now and then some sudden speculative action, or per- 
haps the report of large purchases in Hamburg and Stettin, would send up the prices to 
the extent of 20s. to 25s. per ton in a few days, after which, when the temporary ex- 
citement had subsided, it would gradually droop for several weeks, till it reached a low 
point; and speculators would again come in, with a sort of rush, and immediately en- 
hanced rates would result, only to be gradually but surely lowered, as before. Early in 
January the stock of spelter held in London was very heavy, upwards of 6000 tons, and 
price 171. 178. 6d., from which it advanced to 187. 10s. about the middle of the month, 
in consequence of large purchases being made for shipment to America on the settlement 
of the 7rent affair. From this point, however, it declined incessantly up till about 
March 13, when it stood at 17/. 58, The report of extensive purchases being made in 
Hamburg for French account caused an | d enquiry gst speculators, and the 
price advanced by the end of March to 18/, 10s. for spot parcels, and 18/. 12s. 6d. for 
spring shipments. This activity was of very short duration, the market soon became 
dull, and quotations assumed a downward tendency throughout the next eleven weeks 
or 80, approximating during April to 182, 10s., 181. 58.; May, 182. 5s. to 172. 17s, 6d. ; 
and June, 17/7. 17s. 6d. to 177. 5s.—business being reported about the 20th as low as 17/7. 
Stocks, which had decreased during the first few months of the year about 1100 tons, 
increased in May alone upwards of 1000 tons. From this point the price again began to 
advance: this was rather attributable to more large sales being made on the other side 
for French account (said to be about 5000 tons), and the high prices ruling there, than 
to any increased demand here; sellers asked during July 18/. to 171. 17s. 6d. The 
heavy stocks, however, militated against the advanced quotations, and in all August 
there was u very dull market at !7/. 17s. 6d. to 171, 10s., stiffening towards the 
end to 171. 15s. In September a steadier demand set in, and a good business was done 
up to the end of the month, causing a rise to 19/, 2s. 6d. cash for parcels in warehouse 
here, and 19/, 5s. for forward delivery, the stock being decreased upwards of 1200 tons 
in this month. During October the inevitable reaction sent prices back by degrees to 
181, 5s., and early in November business was done at 17/. 15s.,from which time it has 
been more steady, and prices have improved to 18/., at which holders are apparently 
very firm, and a fair demand exists for home consumption. Orders for shipment con- 
tinue very limited. Stock on Dec, 1, 5861 tons. 


Zinc.—The fixed price of manufariured zinc was reduced 20s. per ton— 
to 237.—in January, at which it continued in fair ordinary demand up to 
March 26, when it was advanced to 247. During May, in consequence of 
the reduced price of the raw material, orders were placed 10s. under—at 237, 10s., and 


in June at 23/7. Since which there has beem a better demand, and price has ruled at 
231. 58. to 237. 10s. ; present quotation, 23%, 5s, 

Leap.—The market for English. pig-lead has been characterised by con- 
siderable fluctuations, and has not been steady for any length of time 
throughout the whole of the past year. One strongly marked feature ap- 
pears upon examining the comparative statistics of prices—that the ordi- 
nary common quality has gradually, since the commencement of the year, 
approximated more nearly to the price of the favourite China brand of WB, 
which has generally heretofore realised about 30s. per ton above ordinary brands, but 
by degrees the diff has d d, being in October only 10s. There is just now 
rather a wider margin, not because of any increased demand for WB in excess of other 
kinds, but on account of there being some difficulty in replacing the stocks held by sellers 
at the lower price. The falling off in the demand of WB, we think, is in some measure 
attributable to the large shipment of English manufactured tea lead, which has now 
become an important branch of our export trade with tea-producing countries, and 
which, no doubt, supersedes the native-made foil, for the finer kinds of which the WB 
lead was so much sought after by the native manufacturers: The prices of common 
pig have been sustained by the demand for America, where some thousands of tons have 
been shot away and otherwise consumed during the past year, and where the superior 
brand is not so favourably known. As the prices have varied so constantly, a special 
notice in detail of the many alterations and their causes would occupy too much of 
your valuable space; we must, therefore, content ourselves with giving your readers 
the prices only in an abridged form, as follows, the quotations being taken each succes-

Trx.—This metal, perhaps in a greater degree than almost any other, is 
affected by the war in America, and the consequent curtailment of business 
with that country, which was originally one of our largest customers for 
tin. At the breaking out of the war prices stood at about 130/. for Eng- 
lish, 1347. Banca, and 128/. Straits. These prices have declined more or less rapidly up 
to August of the present year, the downward tendency only occasionally receiving some 
slight temporary check, caused perhaps by a rather better enquiry, or some other super- 
ficial reason.

We are of 
opinion that tin has now about found its level, and that prices are hardly likely to go 
lower, if so low, again for some time tocome. In August the quotations were 111/. for 
English (purchasable 2/. lower), 111/. to 1127. Straits, and about 1142. for Banca; since 
which a fair amount of business has been transacted, and prices have touched during 
October 1197. English, 1187. to 1197. Straits, and 120/. Banca. The market is now easier, 
but steady, at 115/., 117/., and 1187. respectively. 


Tix-Pxates.—In this market the demand has during the whole year 
been hardly equal to the supply, and prices have been but barely main- 
tained, but little alteration has taken place. The principal part of the 
export trade has been done with America and the Continent. India and our Australian 
colonies having been somewhat overstocked by the excessive shipments of previous years, 
native merchants have supplied their requirements from the stocks in their own mar- 
kets.

Casting Steet—Srecrrum Anatysis.—A practical application is 
likely to be made of the beautiful results of spectrum analysis in an im- 
portant department of our national manufacturers—that is, in the casting 
of steel. In the new process of melting the metal, it is important to know 
the exact moment at which to shut down the cover of the furnace; time 
must be allowed for the escape of the gaseous products, which are injurious 
to the steel, but if that time be prolonged an injurious effect of another 
kind is produced. To meet this contingency it has been proposed to test 
the gases as they fly off by means of the spectroscope; and as soon as the 
particular colour is observed peculiar to the gas, which begins to escape at 
the moment, the molten metal is in proper condition, the manufacturer 
will then have an infallible sign of the proper moment for closing the far- 
nace. It is impossible not to wish success to this ingenious application of 
a philosophical experiment to practical uses in the wholesale preparation 
of the material of hardware. 








Exprosion oF Steam-Borters,—I regret to observe that those dreadful 
accidents arising from the explosions of steam-toilers are becoming so fre- 
-—_ not orly in the mines of Devon and Cornwall, but also in the manu- 
acturing districts. These accidents are more distressing to humanity, 
because they occur through sheer neglect on the part of the man who has 
charge of the engine; and, as the law now stands, it would be difficult to 
prove the charge of manslaughter against those enginemen, and to punish them for their 
neglect as they deserve. The explosion of a tubular boiler occurs by means of the man 
in charge of the engine allowing the water to sink below the top of the tube over the fire ; 
the iron becomes red-hot, loses its strength to resist the pressure of steam on it, the top 
of the tube collapses or sinks on the fire, splits into two or more parts, the steam escapes 
through the fissure, forces the fire, fire-bars, brick work, front of the boiler, fire-doors, &€., 
before it, and scatters death amd destruction on every side. One of these accidents oc- 
curred at Carn Brea Mines, by means of which Samuel Rodda was killed, and one ortwo 
others were very much hurt. Humanity asks, and the Legislature of this kingdom asks, 
if any means can be adopted to prevent these accidents? I feurlessly answer, yes; to a 
very great extent, at least. But,in the first place, we must look at the defect in the pre- 
sent system of conducting steam-boilers; and the first defect I notice is in the men ap- 
pointed to take charge of a steam-engine. The engineman, in general, is eithsr a man 
who has been disabled from working in the mine, or a man who is neither fit to work in 
& mine or on a farm; and the sympathy of some one is moved to get the man trained so 
far as to find the fire-door of the boilder, throw coals into the fire, to know a piece of 
burning coke from a cinder, and pull the latter out of the fire. Heis told that by open- 
ing a certain stop-cock in the end of the boiler he may ascertain if water or steam issues 
from it, and, therefore, he must ascertain if the water covers the tube of the boiler or not. 
But about this matter, as it involves the trouble of a little close observation, he cares 
bat little. He is next taught that by raising or lowering certain levers he must set the 
machine at work, or stop it when in motion, &c., and then his education, so far as a ma- 
chine is concerned, is complete, and to the charge of a class of men of this description 
there is often committed the largest amount of material used in our mines—viz., coals, 
amounting, perhaps, to over 300,000/, a year, and also the lives of several of the work- 
people who may be near the engine. These men have been permitted to go on in such 
& course of neglect in attending to the engines that the duty of the Cornish engine has 
fallen off from 15 to 20 per cent.—from 60 or 65 millions to 52 in the last 20 years, caus- 
ing a loss to the Cornish and Devon and other mine adventurers in England of from 











50,0007. to 60,0007. year. Surely, if there isa remedy it ought to be applied. The 
next defect I notice is the neglect of the engineers to place on the boiler either of the 





different methods of safety that have been invented. The excuse is that they are no use 
because the enginemen do not attend to them, If this excuse be admitted, every im 
provement in the nation might be thrown aside as useless. Next week I will send my 
thoughts on the mode of improvement, hoping, by so doing, to call the attention of those 
most interested to the subject. —Detta.— West Briton. 





GeovogicaL Society or Lonpon.—Dec. 17.—Prof. A. C. Ramsay, 
President, in the chair: Richard Richardson, Licentiate of the Royal College of Physi- 
clans of Edinburgh, Rhayader, Radnorshire, and John Wickham Flower, Park Hill, 
| Croydon, were elected Fellows. The following communications were read :— 

1. “ On the Skiddaw Slate Series,” by Prof, R. Harkness, F.R.S., F.G.8.; witha Note 
on the Graptolites, by J. W. Salter, F.G.S. In this paper some general sections through 

the Skiddaw Slates were described in detail, and the localities in which fossils had been 
previously found by Prof. Sedgwick were especially noticed. The author then stated 
that he had discovered several species of Graptolites new to the Skiddaw Slates in cer- 
tain flaggy beds almost devoid of cleavage, which occur at intervals in the lower portion 
of the series, in several localities. Prof. Harkness showed that these rocks were much 
more fossiliferous than had hitherto been supposed ; and that the evidence of the fossils, 
as interpreted by Mr. Salter, clearly proved them to be of the same age as the Lower 
| Llandeilo rocks of Wales and the Quebec Group of Canada. The thickness of the Skid- 
daw Slates were estimated at 7000 feet, and the total thickness from the base of the 
Skiddaw Slates to the Coniston limestone at 14,000 feet. Besides several species of 
well-known Graptolites that are also found in the Lower Liandeilo rocks and in the 
Quebec Group (Taconic System), Mr. Salter has been enabled to identify Phyllograpsus 
angustifolium, Hall, Tetragrapsus bryonoides, Hall, and another species of that genus, 
Dichograpsus Sedgwicki, n. sp., Didymograpsus caduceus, and some others. He has 
given the name of Caryocaris Wrightii to a Crustacean discovered in these rocks by 
Mr. Wright. Mr. Salter considers the Skiddaw Slates to be of the same age as the Que- 
bec Group, the Graptolitiferous Rocks of Melbourne, and the Tremadoc Slates of Wales.

It has seldom been worked tv any extent at a profit, 
but as all these trials have hitherto been in the outcron, it wouid be scarcely | 
fair to judge of the entire seam by the results there obtained. In this opinion | 
we are considerably strengthened by the fact of its having been found thicker 
and more regular at the Princess Royal Colliery, a: Bream, which we be- 
lieve bas cut it at a lower depth than any other colliery—about 130 yards 
fom the surface. At this work, if we are rightly informed, it has proved 
to be upwards of 3 ft. thick, and capable of producing good house coal. 
We hope such is the actual truth, not only for the sake of the Forest coal 

prietors at large, but in particular for the benefit of the company who 
opened the colliery (Bristol and Forest of Dean Coal Company), as, con- 
sidering the difficulties they have had to encounter through the vast quan- 
tity of water they had to pump during the sinking of their shafts, their en- 
terprise has been most severely tested. Next below the Whittington we 
arrive at the most important vein of this series, the “ Coleford and High 
Delf,” which at the present time may be said to have been little more than 
nibbed round the outcrop. 

True it is that some few shafts have been sunk upon it, even to the depth 
of 100 yards, yet most of these have been closed again from various causes, 
the principal of which, we believe, has been the exhaustion of capital, 
through having to deal to such an unexpected extent with water. Cin- 
derford, Waterloo, Howbeach, Great Western, Woodside, New Engine, 
and several others bear testimony to the correctness of this assertion. 
When we consider that the circumference of the outcrop of this vein is 
about 25 miles, and the superincumbent measures consist of grey sand- 
stone, full of joints, and porous as a sieve, we may well understand that 
every extra yard that a shaft is sunk lower in the measures than other 
existing works will bring a vast increase of water, and it is upon this point 
that proper calculation has not been made; therefore when it has had to 
be dealt with as a reality, those concerned were not provided with the 
necessary machinery to cope with the difficulty, and when, after awhile, 
such had been obtained, still they found the expense of sinking their shafts 
much heavier than they anticipated, and by the time they reached the 
coal their capital was thoroughly exhausted. Some, indeed, have been 
obliged to change all their machinery as many as three times, which even 
at the last has, through the stoppage of « work in the neighbourhood, been 
beaten by water. The colliery at which this vein is being worked at the 
greatest depth at the present time is the Findall; the coal is there found 
to be very regular, both in its deposition and quality. It is being worked 
at a considerable profit, and bids fair to earn for the Coleford High Delf a 
reputation which it has not yet enjoyed. The coal obtained at this work 
js very pure, and is admirably adapted for steam purposes, the demand 
being almost greater than the present capabilities of supply. On the west- 
ern side of the forest the Coleford High Delf vein lays very much flatter 
than on the eastern side, in fact, there appears to be a separation of some 
sort, and the vein forms quite a separate basin near the town of Coleford. 
As a consequence of the flat position of the measures near Coleford, the 
vein has been more extensively worked there than in any other part, and 
it may be considered that this second basin has been very nearly exhausted. 
The coal found in it was hard, and well laminated, which rendered it suit- 
able for shipment. The thickness averaged about 6 feet; the cost of deli- 
vering on the bank about 2s. 6d. per ton. On Ruardean Hill this vein 

resents the same characteristics as regards its quality as near Coleford, 
bat the facilities of transporting the produce are not so good as at the lat- 
ter place; in a short time, however, this will probably not be the case, and 
we confidently predict that a good time is yet coming for the collieries of 
this locality. ‘The workings at the abandoned Woodside, East Slade, and 
Waterloo will in due course be again resumed, and by proper management 
they may certainly be made to pay. As soon as works on one line of level 
have successfully competed with and obtained the mastery over the water, 
another line of works will surely be started in the deep, and thue by de- 
grees will the operations in the Coleford High Delf vein be extended. 

The only seams now left for description are the two Trenchard Delfs, 
neither of which have been worked much, therefore little is known of them. 
At the Findall Colliery, we believe the upper Trenchard is still being 
worked in conjunction with the clay with which it is associated. The clay 
makes first-rate fire-bricks and potteryware. At Wigpool, near Drybrook, 
and Poolgreen, near Coleford, it has also been worked together with the 
clay, in the same manner as at the Findall Colliery. A deposit of argil- 
laceous ironstone is found in some parts of the district immediately under- 
lying the upper Trenchard vein, which contains when calcined about 
45 per cent. of metal, but it is not at all probable this will be resorted to 
in a general way for the purpose of supplying material for the manufacture 
of iron, so long as the limestone veins are capable of being worked at so 
much less cost. - 

We have now finished our description of the Forest of Dean coal basin. 
In our next we shall proceed to lay before our readers an account of great 
iron ore deposits in the limestone veins, and also to take a general view of 
the present state of the district, both as regards the coal and iron trade 
carried on there. 








Cottrery Worktnos.—In the discussion upon the paper read by Mr. 
Ws. ALExanper, the Government Inspector of Mines, before the Insti- 
tution of Engineers in Scotland upon “Mining by Long Wall,” Mr. 
Alexander observed that it would be very difficult now to prove the origin 
of long wall—the paper under discussion did not profess to do it; but it 
seemed to be the general opinion that the original mode of working coal 
was by stoop and room, not long wall. In laying out a pit the works were frequently 
made without reference to the “back” of 1¢coal. Thecoal which he proposed to leave 
Was not strictly speaking a barrier, but .nerely a partition to direct the ventilating cur- 
rent; in other words, to secare a perfect separation of the districts at the face of the 
work.—Mr. G, Simpson maintained that a stoppage building would, if such a partition 
Were required, suit better than the coal.—Mr, Alexander explained that he bad the 
buildings the same as when a stowage was used, but the solid coal was left between to 
ensure a perfect stoppage at the face.—Mr. G. Simpson observed that If buildings were 
Tequired it was plain Mr. Alexander could not rely upon the coal. Why, then, burthen 
the miners with the expense of shearing and loss of coal that would be necessarily in- 
curred ?—Mr. Alexander said the cost for “ shearing,” extra,.would be about the third of 
farthing per ton. He asked Mr. Simpson how and in what way he would insert his 
barrier of stowage—of course taking the plan as it was before them, and not projecting 
one district a distance before the other ?—Mr. G. Simpson said that in place of the coal 
he proposed to pat up two buildings, of perhaps 2 ft. in breadth, and they might call 
the space between them five yards, That space he would stow with small debris, and 
{n proportion as the roof subsided they would get a complete barrier.—Mr. Alexander 
remarked that these, or any other buildings for a few feet, or it might be yards back 
from the face, must lie loosely, and would not only form an imperfect stoppage, but 
Would be altogether displaced by a violent explosion. Everyone knew that after a roof 
had subsided upon a stowage or building it formed a complete barrier; but they had to 
deal with an arrangement designed to serve before that subsidence occurred. The his- 
tory of all extensive explosions proved that loose buildings or stowages, however large, 
Were ineffective under the severe test of a violent explosion.—Mr. G. Simpson believed 
that a proper building would stand any blast.—Mr. Alexander here calied on Mr. John 
Hanter to express an opinion on the subject before them, and asked if he did not think 
the coal barrier would answer the purpose?—Mr. John Hunter said that it might, if 
the coal was 50 yards. Unless it was a broad body of coal, it would be of no use.—Mr. 
Alexander said it must be remembered that in his plan they had all the usual building 
~in fact, 10 yards instead of Mr. Simpson’s 7 yards.—Mr. John Hunter did not think 
there was much value in the plan ; he had, however, no objection to it if the coal was 
left broad enough. —Mr. G. Simpson said that then they would lose the benefit of the 
long wall system.—Mr. John Hanter asked if this plan of Mr. Alexander’s was in 
‘se?—Mr, Alexander admitted that it had not yet been brought into use; it was merely

At the same 
time, { do not think that the high pressure has had anything to do with the explosion, 
I am disposed to think that the piece of India rabber has been put into the mud valve 
since the explosion, or that it has accidentally got in since. At the same time, I quite 
approve of what Mr. Ingham has sald respecting these sladge valves, and that they 
should be in the form of a cock, so as todo away with the possibility of such things being 
in the valve as the piece of India rubber produced.” In giving their verdict, the jury 
requested the coroner to censure the engineers for their carelessness. 





THE EDMUND’S MAIN COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 


PROPOSAL TO APPLY PART OF THE HARTLEY FUND SURPLUS TO THE 
RELIEF OF THE SUFFERERS. 


The inquest upon the bodies of Davy and Pickering has been brought 
to a close, the verdict of the jury being: —* We find that William Davy 
and George Pickering came to their deaths by an explosion of gas in Ed- 
mund’s Main Pit on Monday, Dec. 8, 1862. For their immediate death 
we are unable to attach blame to any single individual. The jury at the 
same time desire to express their unanimous opinion that the cause of the 
explosion was owing to the incautious and unsafe working of the dip-bord 
of this colliery. The mode of blasting with powder they (the jury) con- 
sider to have been highly injudicious, and feel sure that it ought not to 
have been allowed by the under-viewer or prosecuted by the workmen.” 
It appears that this verdict was protested against by Mr. E. Parker, but 
it must be admitted that scarcely any other could have been returned. 
From the evidence it appears that fall power was given to Lawton, who 
is amongst those entombed in the pit; so that a verdict of manslaughter 
against him would not have been justified, since he had no opportunity of 
vindicating himself. A verdict of manslaughter against either of the 
Mitchells would have been equally unjustifiable, consequently there ap- 
pears to be nothing to complain of on behalf of the men. As to the cause 
of complaint on the part of the owners, it would likewise seem to be very 
small; the opinion expressed by the jury is one that will be generally con- 
curred with—that “the cause of the explosion was the incautious and un- 
safe working of the dip-bord,” where blasting with gunpowder was habitu- 
ally permitted—the process being but little less dangerous than employing 
gunpowder to blow out the rivets of a gasometer. The additional evi- 
dence adduced on Tuesday does not prove anything that would lead to the 
conclusion that blasting with powder in the dip-bords was justifiable, nor 
that it was judicious to allow naked lights so near the face, but it removes 
the imputation upon the younger Mitchell that he stopped the ventilation, 
yet left the men in the pit. He seems to have given immediate orders 
for the men to be sent out, and these orders were obeyed as promptly as 
possible. Five or six colliers, a road layer, two or three hurriers, and 
others, testify to the accuracy of this statement; and ever in the cross- 
examination of a witness by Mr. Gill, the solicitor representing the fami- 
lies of the deceased, it was elicited that his order to put out the cupola 
fires was coupled with that of “* Get the men out as soon as possible.” As 
a reason for ordering the fires out, Mr, Mitchell, jun., says—* I directed 
the fires to be put out because the cupola is an open fire, and the return 
air passes over it. Noone objected to the raking out of the cupola fires.” 

The evidence of Mr. Mitchell, jun., and Mr. R. R. Maddison are parti- 
cularly interesting. Mr. Mitchell, jun., deposed,—*‘* George Lawton and 
his son Henry had the underground management of the pit. I had not 
been in the mine for four months previous to the explosion. When the 
fire broke out I was in the Swaithe engine-house, and the news reached me 
about a quarter or half-past ten. My father, the managing partner, and 
George Lawton were all there. Wecame together from the pit. I saw Wm. Jackson, 
one of the banksmen, and told him to get the men out as fast as possible. On reaching 
the pit I got on the cage and went to the bottom. That was about a quarter of an hour 
from leaving the Swathe, I called out as soon as I got to the bottom, ‘ All naked lights 
out, and all men out as fast as possible.” I went to Lawton and said to him, ‘ Get the 
men out as fast as possible.’ I got a safety-lamp and went down the pit engine plane. 
I heard Lawton give directions to get the men out, and put the lights out, when I found 
a strong smell of tar. That was in the intake air. The air was going in strongly. This 
was an indication to me that the fire was very serious. In the passage down the incline 
I met colliers and hurriers, and told them to get out as soon as they could, I returned 
to the pit bottom about a quarter to eleven. There were a lot of people there, and there 
appeared to be no confusion. I met G. Lawton a littte below the brow of the hill, and 
advised him to return and bring out the men, without endeavouring further to build up 
the stoppings. He sald he bad plenty of bricks and mortar to build up the stoppings. 
He went down the incline plane forthwith, in the direction of the Swaithe level, and J 
never saw him after. I called out at first for four men to put the cupola fires out, and 
on coming back I found they had not. I met Winter, and asked him if he would go to 
the cupola and put out the fires for the sake of those in the pit. Winter said he would 
g0, and three others went with him. I was standing in the engine-house about five 
minates to one, when the second explosion occurred, and I then went for Mr. R. Mad- 
dison. He came back with me, and a consultation was held between Mr. Maddison, my 
father, myself, and Mr. Battye, of Darley Main. We resolved to ask three men to go 
and see if the cupola fire was out. They came back and said that to all appearance the 
fire was out, but they could not get near, Mr. Maddison and his patty then went down, 
and I was present on their return, when a statement was signed by all of them without 
a dissentient. Mr. Maddison and his party came out about half-past two or three.” It 
was elicited by Mr. Morton that water was being thrown down the downcuast at the 
time the order was given to put out the cupola fires. Mr. Ralph R. Maddison, colliery 
viewer, deposed :—* I went down the pit after the second explosion. I was not aware 
water was being thrown down, but Mr. Mitchell, jun., told me the furnace fires had 
been put out. LIapproved of that, and, under the circumstances, should have highly 
approved of the throwing of water down. The putting out of the fires lessened the dan- 
ger of another explosion. As I approached the pit I saw smoke coming out of the cu- 
pola, and my impression was that the furnace was out when I went down. I went 
down a certain distance myself. Measures have been prosecuted since to get out the 
fire. I went down the pit with five men, and we were afterwards joined by three 
others. We went down the engine plane, I left two at the top, and with the others 
went about 120 yards. We went with the ingoing air. Five out of the six stoppings 
we passed were injured, the bricks having been scattered about, from the return into 
the intake air course, and in the direction of the shaft. The sixth stopping was blown 
quite out. We proceeded three or four yards down the engine plane, and then Clegg, 
who was first, became quite lost in the smoke, The atmosphere was so stifling and 
choking that it was impossible to get farther. The gases and smoke and after-damp 
coming up the engine plane were of such a nature as indicated that they proceeded from 
burning coal. It was an atmosphere somewhat similar to passing up a cupola shaft with 
a heavy fireon, I smelt atarry smell. A considerable quantity of coal gas would un- 
questionably be lib d from the burning mass, The gas might, and probably would, 
ignite from any naked light, if air were present, unless the air was sufficient to dilute 
it and render it harmless. I should certainly not, in the state of atmosphere which we 
found, recommend that the ventilation should be restored, unless I wished to commit 
suicide, and produce certain death. When we left the pit, about half-past three, we all 
signed a document expressing our belief that there was no person alive in thg pit. I 
most entirely concurred in it. Mr. Mitchell asked my opinion as to pouring water in, 
and I said,‘ By all means, as quick as you can and as much as you can.’ I approve of 
all that has been since done. I was present on Wednesday morning when the consulta- 
tion took place with Mr. Brown, Mr. Reach, Mr. Pease, Mr. Potter, Mr. Mitchell and 
Mr. Morton, and the gentlemen present were unanimously of opinion that the pouring 
in of water was the best thing that could have been done. In my opinion the first ex- 
plosion occurred in this way :—After the coal got on fire the air would become vitiated, 
and would pass naturally up to the cupola shaft. The combustion going on at the dip- 
bord faces would yield a stifling atmosphere. The fire having burnt for two or three 
hours, and the full force of the current of air passing upon it, the heat would in- 
crease to such intensity that it would be a burning furnace of coal for a considerable 
distance, As soon as Lawton succeeded, which he probably did, in putting in the stop- 
ping, the result would be this—that instead of the gases being consumed as they were 
generated, the whole of the burning mass would be converted into a huge gas retort. 
The gas and other vapours generated would all pass forward to the cupola shaft. It has 
been stated that there were thirty or forty naked lights, and any one of them coming 
into contact with the gas thus produced would ignite it, and hence the explosion. I 
have no doubt that a naked light did come in contact with it and caused the explosion. 
As soon as the explosion took place the air crossings would be destroyed, the whole of 
the gases and the after-damp would m!Ix, and there would then be no ventilation what- 
ever below the first half-way. I have no doubt the first explosion occurred from a 
naked light. It is possible it might have been caused by a defective Davy lamp. I do 
not incline to the opinion that the gas fired at the ventilating furnace.” 

Mr. Parker: According to your opinion, Lawton, in building up the stopping, was 
positively accelerating the explosion.—Mr,. Maddison: It would be too late to be of any 
service. The second explosion was caused,in my opinion, by the restoration of the 
overcast at the first half-way, thus throwing the air down upon the fire below. I was 
not surprised at the explosion on Wednesday last. Had the ventilation been restored 
that explosion would have occurred considerably earlier.—Mr. Morton: Would you, as 
a mining engineer, have allowed blasting with powder in the face of these board-gates, 
after safety-lamps had been introduced ?—Mr, Maddison: Not with the amount of gas 
there was in them.— Was it not imprudent and improper, in your opinion, to blast the 
coal in these bords ?—I should not have allowed it in any colliery under my manage- 
ment.— Was it not imprudent and improper to allow naked lights and safety-lamps in such 
a place ?— It is a practice I should not have permitted in mines I have the management. 

In reply to Mr. Gill, it was stated by Mr. Maddison that, considering the extent of 
the pit, and the number of men employed, he thought that if he had been the proprietor 
he would have hesitated before leaving the uncontrolled discretion of using shots in the 
dip bord-gates to a person in the sphere of life of George Lawton.—Mr. John Brown, 
of Barnsley, colliery viewer, said he concurred generally in the opinion of Mr. Mad- 
dison as to the cause of the explosion.—Mr. Morton put to the witness several questions 
similar to those answered by Mr. Maddison. In werkings where there had been a 
large quantity of fire-damp given off, he should certainly not like to take the respon- 
sibility of firing shots, nor woulda he in such a case permit naked lights. He considered 
the practice at Edmund’s Main was imprudent. He believed the colliery had been ex- 
ceedingly well-ventilated, better than nine-tenths of the mines he had known.—Mr. 
Parker protested against the evidence being closed without the coroner compelling Mr. 
Mitchell, sen., to give evidence; but thecoroner ruling that he had no power to compel 
him to present himself, the jury after deliberation returned the verdict we have stated, 


Since the second explosion, alluded to in last week’s Mining Journal, 
there is scarcely anything new to report in reference to the state of the 
mine, beyond that contained in the evidence given above. The upcast 








shafts are sealed, with the exception of the space necessary for the passage 
of the water which is being poured into the mine. The tears which were 
expressed a few days ago as to the length of time that must elapse before 
the bodies of the entombed miners can be recovered, find the fullest con- 
firmation in the operations now going on. The experienced gentlemen 
who have charge of the mine have abandoned all hope of getting into it 
until months have elapsed. The indications at present tend to show that 
fire exists in the workings, and a complete flooding of the mine will, it is 
feared, be required. The subscription in aid of the bereaved has made 
considerable progress, and now amounts to upwards of 8007. Attention 
has been drawn to the large unemployed surplus of the Hartley subscrip- 
tion, and suggestions made that a portion of it might be advantageously 
devoted to the relief of the sufferers by the calamity at Edmund’s Main. 
The appropriation of a portion of the Hartley fund, say 20002., to this pur- 
pese is one in which the subscribers generally will so entirely concur, that 
it is to be hoped that immediate stéps will be taken to see the proposition 
carried out. That such appropriation could not be made without official 
sanction will be readily acknowledged, but surely the Government Inspec- 
tor and the Home Secretary have sufficient influence to obtain an Order 
in Council sanctioning the transfer. 





THE EDMUND’S MAIN CALAMITY. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 
Srr,—Such a serious explosion as that which occurred at the above col- 
liery on the morning of Monday, Dec. 8, cannot fail to attract the atten- 
tion of all persons connected with colliery operations, either as colliery 


owners, agents, or workmen, as well as the general public; indeed, it has 
attracted the agents of the press so generally, and so much has been written 
on the subject, that it may be thought mach more cannot be said with ad- 
vantage; but, considering that the information obtained has proved, in 
many instances, not quite accurate, partly from the general excitement in 
the locality, and partly from the fact that the reporters to the press, not 
being practically acquainted with the working of collieries, could not in 
all cases discriminate between correct and incorrect reports. Believing, 
therefore, that a concise and practical statement of the circumstances at- 
tending so serious an explosion would be appreciated by persons interested 
in colliery operations, and that it might aid in preventing the recurrence of 
similar calamities, I beg to offer the following observations on the subject. 

The colliery is situated in Worsbro’ Dale, which, viewed from the east 
end of the new cut on the Barnsley and Sheffield road, above the village 
of Worsbro’ Dale, must have been a pleasant valley before it was invaded 
by coal mining operations, From the stand point already named you 
have, on the opposite side of the Dale, the village of Worsbro’, with a 
deep valley intervening, through which passes the River Don Navigation 
Canal, and a branch of the South Yorkshire Railway, which have opened 
out a large colliery district, and which are the great outlets for the pro- 
duce of several extensive and important collieries, The recent explosion 
is not the first that has swept with the blast of death through the subter- 
ranean passages lying beneath this pleasant vele. Almost the whole 
neighbourhood has experienced the baptism of fire. Many and woeful are 
the tales of devastation and bereavement. In this case in some instances 
it is not the first time the family circle has been shivered by the fiery blast. 

The Edmund’s Main Colliery has been in work several years, during 
which time the Barnsley bed or seam has been extensively, and, it is be- 
lieved, successfully worked. It is bere found in great perfection, and at 
the shafts, of very moderate depth. It is of the usual height of 8 to 9 ft., 
with an excellent roof, and a good strong coal. The inclination dips 
north-east aboui 1 in 12, The coal is reached by three distinct shafts ; 
two of these are near together, and are used for coal drawing and water 
pumping, and are also both downcasts for air. 

The upcast is situated to the south-west, and the rise of the downcasts 
about 250 yards distant. The coal shafts are a little over 100 yards in 
depth ; at the foot of which the underground workings are divided into 
two parts, those on the line and tothe rise of the shaft water levels, which 
extend north-west and south-east; and those, the most extensively worked 
at present, situated to the dip or north-east of the shaft levels, as shown 
in the sketch published in the Mining Journal of Dec. 20. The former 
workings are much exhausted, and are not now extensively worked; the 
latter, or dip-workings, supplying the largest proportion of the coal raised. 

The dip workings are reached by an engine-plane, and for a very con- 
siderable distance by a single return drift, forming only two communica- 
tions into an extensive and intricate series of workings. Both these drifts 
lead from the shaft levels at or close to the foot of the downcast shafts, the 
return drift passing over one of the shaft levels by an air crossing close to 
the foot of the shafts. From the position of the two downcasts, the main 
return air crossing for the dip-workings, and the position of the two drifta 
(the only communications into the dip-workings), it will be observed that 
the force of an extensive explosion in these dip works could not fail to ex- 
pend its destructive energy at the shaft end of these two and only outlets, 
which were the only means of egress. These two drifts extend from the 
shaft level for a considerable distance nearly direct east, which distance is 
divided into three sections—by the first half-way, the second half-way, and 
the Swaithe levels. From tancy, caprice, or some other reason, the re- 
turn bord is carried first on the south and then on the north, and then 
again on the south side of the main or intake bord, thus causing the re- 
turn air current to be carried twice over the main dip-bord rolley-way and 
intake by means of air crossings. Crossings are always a very weak point 
in the ventilation in case of an explosion ; to my mind this arrangement 
rendered them unusually and unnecessarily so. ond the Swaithe levels 
the course of the dip-bords was changed to the north-west, and were 
being driven to form a communication with a new shaft belonging to the 
company. The principal workings were situated north and south at the 
first and second half-ways, or landing-places, of the engine-plane; beyond 
the latter point little work was being prosecuted, except driving the dip- 
bords to the new shaft, which is situated to the extreme dip of all the 
workings. The face of these dip-bords, the place in which the standby- 
fore was situated, being upwards of 500 yards from the second half-way, 
beyond which point they are little more than a pair of drifts. 

The mode of working ee at this colliery is that which is generally 
practised in the South Yorkshire coal field, where it is considered a very 
excellent plan. The workings are generally won out by three parallel 
levels, the lowest being the intake air-course, the middle the horse-road, 
and the rise one being that out of which the bord-gates and benks are 
driven. Out of this higher level the bord-gates are turned in pairs at in- 
tervals of say 70 or 80 yards; between these bord-gates are driven in the 
same direction, and at the same time, benks of 20 to 40 yards in breadth, 
80 that an extensive mine is a continued series of bords and benks, alter- 
nately : in; one of the sets of levels at this colliery eight or ten of these 
bord-gates and benks being in operation. As these works advance, as a 
matter of course the workings become a series of goafs and bords alter- 
nately, and in the immediate vicinity of each other. This state of things 
presents anything but a fascinating appearance to a person accustomed to 
the working of fiery seams of coal. 

The whole of this mine, except the dip-bord gates, was being worked on 
the morning of the explosion by naked lights, in bords and benks, whole 
and broken, upstanding drifts and fallen goafs, without let or hindrance. 

The mode of ventilation was original enough, but not of sim- 
plicity, the characteristic of good ventilation. The air was divided at the 
foot of the downcast into two principal portions, one for the workings on 
the shaft level, the other for the workings situated down the dip bord- 
gates, or engine-plane. The latter current was said to consist of 40,000 
cubic feet of air per minute. Those inclined to doubt the accuracy of this 
must bear in mind the height of the seam, and the fact that there were dip 
workings. The current passed on to the second half-way, or near to it, 
without division. It was here divided into three distinct currents. One, 
the north split, airing the workings in the second and first half-way dis- 
tricts north; another, the south split, airing those in the second and first 
half-ways south; the third, the east split, of about 10,000 cubic feet per 
minute, actually measured in the face, airing the dip-bords. The north 
and south splits, passed through level, bord, and benk, drift and goaf in 
indiscriminate succession, the goafs being studded over the map of the 
workings, like the South Sea Islands. It must be perfectly clear that any 
colliery so worked, ventilated, and lighted, could not possibly be conducted 
for asingle day if explosive gas was generated in the mine under ordinary 
circumstances without the most imminent risk of an explosion. It can be 
no matter of surprise that an explosion should ensye at any moment; the 
surprise is that it should be deferred. The mode of ventilation here prac- 
tised sets at defiance the simplest and best known principles of ventilation. 
It must be stated and borne in mind that the explosion did not originate

GOLD MINING—TREATMENT OF QUARTZ, 


Sir,—There seems to be just now a rage for gold mining; now, as thig 
precious metal is so mixed with other substances as to render its extraction 
therefrom a matter of no little trouble, it seems to me that those who are 
seeking it should have the best means and fittest machinery employed to 
attain the end they have in view, There are many ways of crushing the 
matrix in which gold is embedded—as stamps, which will get through q 


considerable quantity of stuff, but will not crush it fine enough for the 
mercury to attack every minute particle; rollers, which will only get through 
a limited quantity, and are open to the same objection as Stamps; Berdan’s 
pans, which are slow; and many others, all of which, it seems to me, are 
unable to grind the quarty sufficiently fine for successful extraction of the 
gold. <A friend of mine, who has had much experience with gold quartz, 
has applied machinery to its reduction, with such success that it passes into 
the amalgamator in the state of Jine flour, as nearly impalpable as may 
be, aud this, too, in any quantity, and at a very slight cost.

EXPLORATORY BORING OPERARTIONS. 
Sir,—In the Journal of Dee. 6, there is an enquiry as to exploratory 
boring operations, in reply to which I wish to make ‘a few remarks that 
may be of use to your correspondent. With regard to the cost of boring, 
Mr. George Simpson, of Glasgow, has had a new machine in use for some 
month, two bores have been put down by it—one to 108 fathoms, and the 


dinary cost being 5s., increasing in depth; the saving in using Mr. Simpson’s machine 
being about 50 per cent. Machine boring does not come into profitable use as compared 
with hand boring, unless the depth exceeds 30fms. Two men and a boy are required to 
work the machine.

The mineis quite destitute of all mechanical 
contrivances in the way of dressing, and is free from all those new-fangled notions of 
jigging-machines, round buddies, and even tramroads. I did, however, see a man witha 
horse and cart, carrying off halvans from the picking-tables to the stamps, a distance of 
some 20 fathoms down hill. I was rather surprised to see the cart with wheels, I won- 
dered they had not stuck to the good old-fashioned dray. To me this is mining as it 
was, Everything here seems to say,“ As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be.”— Liskeard, Dec. 22.

REPORT From DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Drc. 24.—The advent of Christmas is not a period of activity in the 
Iron Trade, merchants rather preferring to wait for the new year before 
ordering to any considerable extent. The iron trade, however, is tolerably 
active, but considerable orders are held in the hands of our manufacturers, 
who are yet undecided as to the rates which are to be charged for iron 
during the next quarter. The demand for armour-plates continues unabated, and there 
is also an enquiry for general railway ironwork. A revival is taking place in the steel 
trade, and the trade in the other branches is tolerably satisfactory. Although the cotton 
famine has dep d the jal activity of the country, the expansion of trade has 
been such that a continued active demand has been experienced by the wagon builders 
for additional rolling stock for the different railway companies. There is a good demand 
for stove grates and chandeliers, and for other ironwork connected with the building trade. 

The Coal Trade is in an improving condition, and the colleries generally in this 
county are well employed. The rates are in most cases well maintained, and in many 
instances an advance has been obtained for the hard deep coal, now in such great request 
for locomotives and for coaling our steamers. 

The trial of George Radford, the engine-tenter at the Midland Iron Company’s Works 
at Masbro’, has resulted in a verdict of “ Acquittal,” which is a thorough confirmation 
of the opinion of the Coroner expressed at the inquest, but which was unheeded by the 
jury, which was composed of the principal manufacturers in the district. The charge 
was that Radford had been guilty of gross negligence, and that he had not brought 
Teasonable skill to the performance of his duties. His lordship told the jury that the 
Prisoner's attention ought not to have been distracted by frequently having to attend to 
other parts of the machinery, which the prisoner had to do about 300 times in every 
twelve hours, Another of the sufferers from the late explosion died on Friday. The 
subscriptions in aid of the families of the deceased men do not flow in very largely, the 
cause being the extensive drain upon the purses of the public to aid the Lancashire distress.

object, however, is to secure the adoption of the half-time system, which prevails in 
Lancashire. The feeling of the ironmasters at the meeting was decidedly adverse to 
the idea of half-time—having two sets of boys in the day, and two sets at night. First 
of all, the inspection which would be necessary to prevent any such provision be- 
coming a dead letter would be very unpalatable. Again, is is urged that there is at 
present some difficulty in getting as many youths as are wanted, which would be greatly 
increased were it necessary to secure double sets. But the strongest ground of objec- 
tion is, that any such regulation, if applied to the ironworks alone, would be merely nu- 
gatory, as it would only cause a greater number of youths to be employed in the vari- 
ous jocal manufactures, where they often go at eight years of age, and where the cir- 
cumstances attending their employment—both as to its nature, the places where they 
work, and the number of hours—are in most cases caiculated to be more prejudicial to 
heaith than employment at the ironworks. Again, such a partial application of restric- 
tion to juvenile labour would permanently diminish the number of men who would 
learn the various trades connected with the production of iron, and hence entail a per- 
manent dimination of labour directed to the iron trade. It would be easy to state rea- 
sons why the extension of any such provision to the multifarious branches of the hard- 
ware trades of South Staffordshire would be so difficult as to be really impracticable. 

Mr. Sawford was for endeavouring to secure the adhesion of the earthenware manufac- 
tarers in North Staffordshire to the half-time system. There appears fewer difficulties 
in the applicatiou of the principle in those works, but as yet the masters appear gene- 
rally opposed to the half-time system, and more inclined to favour a restriction as to the 
age at which youths should euter the works. 

The Hardware Trades of South Staffordshire are generally dull, which is often the case 
at the end of the year. The general impression appears to be that those branches of 
trade will be flat in the first month of the coming year. 

It was noticed last week that some of the proprietors of coal mines in South Stafford- 
shire had themselves taken proceedings before the magistrates to enforce the observance 
of the colliery regulations on those in their employ. It ts right to state that in these 
and similar cases previously noticed that proceedings had been urged by the Government 
Inspector of the district, Mr. Baker, who caused the special rule to be inserted which re- 
quires wages in all cases to be paid ina place on the pit-bank, and which place had to be 
certified by the proprietor of the colliery. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 
Dec. 26.—The trade of Newport, Cardiff, Swansea, Briton Ferry, and 
Llanelly for the month of November, as given in the official returns, has 
been in a satisfactory state. There is no actual increase at several of the 
ports, but, taking into consideration all the circumstances that affect trade, 


and more especially the coal trade, such as unfavourable weather, a mild 
winter, the struggle in America, &c., the returns will bear favourable com- 
parison with the corresponding month of last year. Cardiff continues to 
take the lead for exports, the total coal shipments for November being 
171,000 tons. Newport follows, with a total of 70,000 tons, Swansea 
49,000 tons, and Llanelly 24,000 tons. A large quantity of the coal re- 
turned as shipped at Cardiff is really shipped at the Penarth tidal har- 
bour, which is fast becoming a powerful rival to Cardiff. There is no im- 
port trade whatever at Cardiff, which is a serious drawback to the pros- 
perity of the port. Newport, through its unequalled river accommodation, 
commands a large share of the coasting trade, but its foreign trade is 
limited, in consequence of the inertness of the Dock Company, and the other authorities, 
whose duty it is to keep pace with the times, in proviaing proper accommodation for 
thecommercial public. Efforts are now being made, and they have been successful to a 
considerable extent, to remove these obstructions to the natural development of trade. 
Newport an import trade of some importance in grain, timber, &c., which is 
rapidly extending, and likely to be a substantial element in adding to the prosperity of 
the port. Swansea, although its coal exports are not so large as either Newport or Car- 
diff, has vast copper works in the neighbourhood, which afford employment to thousands 
of hands, and which are a feature of no inconsiderable importance as regards its shipping 
trade, Lianelly is comparatively a young port, but from the rapid increase in its trade 
within the last few years, and the agencies now at work for the extension of the same, 
it is evident that it will soon be a place of importance, Briton Ferry also cannot fail to 
receive a large accession of trade, as it is virtually the termini of the coal trade on the 
Vale of Neath Railway. 

The [ron Trade continues in rather an unsettled state, partly from the paucity of orders 
and partly from misgivings as to the turn of next quarter. The works are kept going 
as usual, and the men generally are well employed. There is nodoubt felt but that pre- 
sent prices will be fully maintained during the ensuing quarter, but many are of opinion 
that a further udvance will take place, and hence they avoid accepting large contracts. 
The demand for every description of iron continues about the same as last reported. The 
collieries of the district, and more ially those producing house, gas, and coking qua- 
lities, are in good employ. Certainly the trade is not in a flourishing condition, but, 
taking into consideration the adverse influences which affect the commerce of the country 
generally, there is no room to complain. There is no change to report in quotations. 

It is gratifying to record that there is daily evidence of improvement in nearly every 
branch of trade throughout the district. The various preparations which are now going 
on indicate that 1863 will bea more prosperous year for South Wales than the year which 
is about to terminate, and it would not be out of place to mention a few facts which 
strongly corroborate this opinion. 

The Ely Valley Railway Extension has just been opa@tied for traffic, and this will give 
access to severa) new collieries, which can send their produce to either Briton Ferry, 
Swansea, or Cardiff, without break of gauge. The Tydu Colliery, in the same valley, 
has been taken by a new company, and it has been determined to sink a shaft to the 
lower seams, instead of continuing to work the old level, from which the former 
company had their coal. Arrangements have been made for the construction of a siding 
to the Gellygron level, the property of the Ely Merthyr Colliery Company. The Machen 
Company’s new colliery at Bedwas is proceeding vigorously, and the shaft is now down 
about 90 yards. The campany are sinking for the celebrated Lantwit veins, and it is 
expected that the colliery will be in full work in a few months. The coal will be shipped 
principally at Newport. The Abercarn Colliery has already started, and, as the work 
is opened, employment will be afforded to 400 or 500 bands. The Rhondda Valley, the 
Lianelly and Liandillo district, Dulais Valley, &c., also share in the general improve- 
ment, as several collieries are now in course of being opened. Besides this, active pre- 
parations are being made with the view of extending operations at some of the principal 
ironworks, and even the tin trade shows signs of revival. Rumours are also circulated 
that many of the iron and other works now at a standstill are about to commence work- 
ing again, and the reports are likely to be shortly verified as regards Inyscedwyn Iron- 
works and the Pontymoile Tinworks. Ali these elements of progress, and increased 
trade, show that a good future is in store for South Wales. 

At the Merthyr Petty Sessions, on Monday, Francis Morgan was charged by Mr. 
Laverick, manager of the Plymouth Collieries, with smoking in the Abercanaid Pit, 
contrary to the rules. The offence was clearly proved, and the defendant was com- 
mitted for 14 days.—Jenkin Hym was also charged by Mr. Laverick with using a naked 
light in a portion of the North Duffryn Pit, were safety-lamps only were aliowed to be 
used. It was stated that the defendant had worked for a great many years at the Ply- 
mouth Collieries, which to some extent aggravated his case. He was committed for 
fourteen days. 

The Swansea and Glamorgan Herald says that at the extensive shipyard of Messrs. 
W. Nevill and Co., the first ship built of iron by them is now on thestocks. This vessel 
when complete will carry 300 tons. She is a beautiful model, and some excellent work- 
men from the North of England are engaged upon her. She is expected to be finished 
in two months, when her sailing powers will be tested. The launch is looked forward 
to with great interest. An iron steamer is to be begun immediately after. The large 
new ironworks now building at Gl g are being fitted up with large machinery for 
making iron plates of all sizes for shipbuilding. 

















Brown Moor CotiieRY.—TestimonIAL TO Mazon Wavup.—Since 
the beginning of 1857 the winning of the Brown Moor Colliery, Manston, 
Yorkshire, has been gradually progressing, the many difficulties encoun- 
tered having rendered the process very slow and tedious, the water being 
quick and the ground difficult. The coal, however, has now been reached at the depth 
of 210 yards, the seam being 5 feet 8 inches thick, and of excellent quality. The cutting 
of the seam has been celebrated by the presentation of a testimonial to Major Waud by 
the workmen, officers, and those who supplied the machinery for the opening of the col- 
liery. The testimonial consisted of a handsome silver centre piece—deer feeding beneath 
an oak—in frosted silver, manufactured by Messrs. Hirst, of Leeds. The presentation 
took place at a dinner, which Major Waud had provided for the workmen, and, in ac- 
knowledging the compliment, the Major took the opportunity of presenting a very beau- 
tiful ring to Mr. Isaac Chadwick, under whose superintendence the operations have been 
carried on. It is calculated that as soon as the second shaft is down 500 tons of coal 
will be daily raised.

Colliery, has been presented with a handsome gold watch, gold Albert chain, with a gold 
seal, key, and a locomotive-engine appended ; also a gold breast-pin.

Tue Dancer or Biastine 1x Coat Mrxes.—A correspondent of the 
Times points out the extreme danger of using gunpowder in coal mines. 
He points out several instances in which explosions have been caused by 
blasting, and remarks:—*‘ At present our information concerning the ex- 
plosion at Edmund’s Main Colliery is incomplete and unsatisfactory, and we must sus- 
pend judgment until the conclusion of the coroner’s inquisition on that deplorable event. 
But, ing that the stat ths already published are correct, and that blasting with 
gunpowder was permitted in the Barnsley Main coal—aseam, be it remembered, which 
was well known to be flery, and which the most competent authorities in the country 
assert cannot be worked with security to life unless safety-lamps are exclusively used— 
then, there need be no hesitation in declaring that the managers of this colliery have 
undoubtedly been guilty of culpable recklessness of human life. The casualties arising 
from blasting coal are extremely numerous, though it must certainly be admitted that, 
comparatively speaking, few explosions of gas have been traced to the use of gunpowder. 
The reports of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Coal Mines abound in the records of deaths 
from the careless application of this formidable agent. Colliers are proverbially reck- 
less, and in the handling of gunpowder, and mode of conducting their blasting operations 
have frequently not displayed even the prudence of children. In many cases it is an- 
doubted that blasting is injurious to the interests of both colliery lessors and lessees. 
Much coal is reduced to slack, which is either valueless or comparatively of small worth. 
It is only a few weeks ago that I was conversing with a gentleman in South Wales who 
has had very great experience as a colliery viewer, and who expressed his unqualified 
condemnation of the indiscriminate practice of blasting coal, but added that in some lo- 
calities—as he knew to his regret—the colliers would not work if debarred the use of 
ganpowder. Their labour may thereby be facilitated, yet it is questionable whether they 
would not willingly consent to abandon the practice on receiving slightly additional 
wages, and whether colliery proprietors and workers would not be more than compen- 
sated by the increased value of their coal, consequent on the diminution in the propor- 
tion of slack. Ihave had many years’ experience in the working of coilieries in one 
part of England, and have arrived at the conviction that in my district powder, except 
in the driving of rock-roading is an abomination in coal pits, and in maay cases ought 








with profit, but there can be no doubt that it is frequently resorted to when neither 
necessary nor desirable.” 


Tne YEARLY Bonp.—At most of the collieries in this district were lately 
served “ notices,” and last week an intimation was put up on the pit-heaps that the 
yearly bond would be read over on a certain day.

G.B. Forster met the North Seton men, and proposed the following reduction :—1d, per 
ton off the hewers, and 1d. per score off the putters, and 3d. more on the “laid out” 
tubs, making 9d. instead of 6d. for a “ laid out” tub, the agreement to stand from Jan. 1, 
1863, to Jan. 1, 1864. The majority of the men agreed to a fifteen months’ bond, to 
bring the binding into April, 1864, No settlement, however, was come to, and the pre- 
sent agreement terminates on Jan. 1,1863. The same day, Mr. G. B. Forster met the 
Cowpen men, when a reduction was offered, and a yearly bond, similar to that proposed 
in the former instance, but the men resolved to have nothing to do with the system, 
which they all allege is a check to progress. A similar resolution was come to by the 
workmen at Seton Delaval Collieries.— Northern Daily Express. 


A singular colliery accident was occasioned by the gale on Friday morn- 
ing at the Jobn pit, near Wigan. Six men at the bottom of the pit had stepped into the 
iron cage for the purpose of ascending the shaft, when a tub of cannel coal was blown 
from the mouth upon the cage. Five of the men escaped, but one poor fellow was 
crushed to death. 

A collier, at a pit near Wishaw, was, on Saturday, pushing a hutch ot 
dross to the pit mouth, in order to its being placed on the cage there. He seems, how- 
ever, to have pushed it too far, as it fell into the pit, dragging him with it. He fellsome 
60 fathoms, and was killed at once,
